President Roosevelt this week appointed Col. Edward 
S. Godfrey, commanding the 9th Infantry, to be a briga- 
dier general to fill the vacancy caused by the recent pro- 
motion of Gen. J. Franklin Bell to be a major general. 
Colonel Godfrey’s appointment will generally, it is be- 
lieved, be received with favor in the Army, where he is 
not only highly regarded personally, but also because of 
the fact that he is the senior colonel in the line of the 
Army. His selection for the brigadier generalcy was ur- 
gently recommended by General Bell as Chief of Staff 
and by the Secretary of War, but there was some doubt 
for several days as to whether or not the President would 
approve the recommendation. It appears that the Presi- 
dent has labored under a misapprehension with regard to 
the excellent duty performed by Colonel Godfrey during 
the Wounded Knee engagement and for this reason he 
hesitated some time before appointing him a brigadier 
general, The Secretary of War and General Bell, how- 
ever, convinced the President that Colonel Godfrey had 
only done his duty at the Wounded Knee fight and had 
always served most gallantly and was entitled to the pro- 
motion. He will retire in August, 1907, and until then 
will remain on duty as commandant at Fort Riley, Kans. 
It is understood that General Bell has recommended the 
appointment of Co]. Charles B. Hall, 18th Inf., who is 
now in command of the Infantry and Cavalry School at 
Fort Leavenworth, to be a brigadier general as soon as a 
yacancy exists in that grade. With General Godfrey in 
command at Fort Riley and with Colonel Hall a briga- 
dier general in command at Fort Leavenworth, the policy 
of the Seeretary of War to have general officers in com- 
wand of the Service schools will have been followed out. 
Eventually, also, a brigadier general who has served in 
the Artillery will be in command of the Artillery School 
at Fort Monroe and a brigadier general will command at 
the Military Academy. As a result of the promotion this 
weck of Colonel Godfrey to be a brigadier general the 
following promotions in the Cavalry arm will take place: 
Lieut. Col. P. S. Bomus to be colonel; Major M. W. Day 
to be lieutenant colonel, and Capt. A. M. Fuller to be ma- 
jor. Captain Fuller has been found physically disquali- 
fied for further active service and will be placed on the 
retired list as a major. This will promote Capt. J. B. 
McTtonald to be major and as he has been detailed to the 
Quertermaster’s Department will make a vacancy in that 
Department, which will probably be filled by a detail of 
captain of Cavalry. Thus there will be three first lieu- 
tenants and three second lieutenants promoted, but it is 
hot yet possible to state definitely the names of the offi- 
cers in those grades who will be promoted, as some of 
them have not been examined.

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One point regarding our seacoast defenses upon which 
special emphasis is placed by Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, 
Chief of Artillery, U.S.A., is that it is undesirable to 
prescribe a fixed company organization for Coast Artil- 
lery. He points out that the Coast Artillery weapons 
ire variable, consisting of heavy guns and mines; and, 
Moreover, the guns are of various calibers and are 
srouped in batteries in different numbers depending on 
their caliber and the work to be accomplished; and while 
the mines are planted in groups containing the same 
Mumber of mines, the number of groups in different 
‘arbors varies with the width, number and importance 
*f the channels mined. Batteries of 12-inch guns usual- 
ly consist of two guns, occasionally one and three; a 
Nanning detail for a battery consisting of one 12-inch 
fn is sixty enlisted men; of two, ninety-four; of three, 
130 men. Twelve-inch mortar batteries consist of eight 
hortars grouped in pits of four mortars each, and re- 
mre a manning detail of 171 men. Ten-inch gun bat- 
‘ries usually consist of two guns, occasionally of one, 
“ree and four, and in one instance of five guns; a 
manning detail for a battery consisting of one 10-inch 


gun is fifty-six men; of two, eighty-six; of three, 117; of 
four, 149; of five, 180 men. Eight and 6-inch gun bat- 
teries usually consist of two guns, occasionally of one, 
three and four guns; a manning detail for a battery con- 
sisting of one 8-inch gun is fifty-four men; of two, eighty- 
two; of three, 111; of four, 141; of one 6-inch gun, forty- 
three men; of two, sixty-three; of three, eighty-four; of 
four, 108 men. The manning details necessary for 
mortar batteries and batteries of heavy guns, 6-inch or 
more in caliber, as now mounted, vary therefore from 
43 to 54, 56, 60, 68, 82, 84, 86, 94, 108, 111, 117, 130, 
141, 149, 171 and 180 men. Companies are now assigned 
to batteries consisting of two or more guns, or pits of 
four mortars respectively, and as they must sometimes 
be assigned to one-gun batteries when the single gun 
batteries at a fort are widely separated, the necessity 
for having companies of varying strength and organiza- 
tion to accord with the work to be done is apparent. 
The remedy for the defect in the present law relating 
to the strength and organization of Coast Artillery com- 
panies can only be remedied by making the strength of 
such companies variable, in accordance with the duties 
to which they are assigned, respectively. This has been 
provided for in the Artillery bill before Congress.

Assuming the correctness of Berlin despatches which 
state that the Kaiser has decided to send, at his own 
expense to the United States in February, six officers of 
the German army to study the country and its military 
system, there is in this arrangement a strong reminder 
of a recommendation embodied in the annual report of 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
Philippines Division. That recommendation was that 
regimental commanders, upon completing the regular 
tour of duty in the Philippines, be authorized to desig- 
nate five officers who have rendered specially valuable 
service in the islands and that the division commander 
be authorized to send them home via the East and 
Europe and grant them four months for the journey, 
such officers to be allowed mileage only and to be 
directed to réport on some designated subject. This, it 
is pointed out, would give the more zealous and intelli- 
gent young officer an opportunity to observe other 
armies and learn what they are doing. General Wood 
also recommended that a limited number of officers 
showing real aptitude be granted leaves for the purpose 
of acquiring foreign languages, the results obtained to 
be made the subject of examination on completion of 
the leave, and the report thereon to be made a part of 
the officer’s efficiency record. Several officers of the 
Army have in the last few years spent their leave in 
Europe or Asia at their own expense, and they are 
unanimous in the opinion that the opportunities thus 
afforded for the study of foreign armies are invaluable 
to the officer desirous of keeping up with the advance 
of military development. An arrangement whereby 
the young officer who has rendered exceptionally useful 
service in the Philippines might, on the completion of 
his tour in that division, spend three or four months in 
Europe with an allowance for mileage, would be a 
substantial gain for the interests of military education, 
and inasmuch as the information thus acquired would 
be embodied in reports for the benefit of the Army as a 
whole, it would be worth far more than the cost. 








Fortunately for all interests the validity of the domi- 
nation and control of the United States over the Panama 
Canal Zone and the right of Congress to authorize and 
provide for the construction of a waterway through 
that territtory, have thus early been affirmed by our 
highest legal tribunal. This was done on Jan. 7 by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in a case entered 
by Warren B. Wilson, who, as a taxpayer in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, sought to enjoin the Secretary of the 
Treasury from paying out money for the purchase of 
the rights of the French Panama Canal Company and 
also to restrain the issue of bonds for the construction 
of the canal. The opinion of the court, delivered by 
Justice Brewer, holds that ‘the title to the zone passed 
from Colombia to Panama, which ceded it by treaty to 
the United States, Congress ratifying it by the several 
acts since passed. The concurrent acts of Congress and 
the Executive were conclusive on the courts, which had 
no supervising control over the political branch of the 
Government in its action within the limits of the Con- 
stitution. “It is too late in the history of the United 
States to question the right of acquiring the territory 
by treaty,” says Justice Brewer, who also brushes aside 
as hypercritical the contention that the title was defec- 
tive because “of the omission of some of the technical 
terms used in the conveyance of real estate.” The 
Government had ample power to construct the canal, 
repeated decisions showing it had such power over inter- 
state highways within the territories and outside of 
state lines, and those decisions would have to be over- 
ruled if the court were to announce a new doctrine which 
in turn would disturb a vast volume of rights supposed 
to be fixed. 





It is announced that the Spanish War Veterans will 
make further efforts during the present session of Con- 
gress to procure the passage of an act restoring the 
canteen feature of the Army post exchange, but while 
the movement is a laudable one, we fear it has little or 
no chance of success. It is said that nearly every camp 


of Spanish War Veterans in the country has prepared a 
petition asking for the restoration of the canteen, and 
these petitions, together with the recommendations of 
the American Medical Association and many other im- 
portant organizations having the same object in view, 
will be submitted to Congress at an early day, but partly 
because of the little time remaining of the session and 
partly because of the seeming indifference of Congress 
to the opinions of line officers, medical officers and 
chaplains of the Army as to the wisdom and need of the 
canteen, there is virtually no ground to hope for the de- 
sired action at this time. ‘The enlisted force of the 
Army is now below the needful quota, and recruiting is 
becoming more difficult all the time. To ease this con- 
dition and attract to the Service the required number 
of men of the desired quality, applicants for enlistment 
should have the assurance that they will be treated as 
men, not as boys, and that the enlistment contract does 
not compel them to forego the simple privilege in the 
use of beer which they enjoy as civilians. It is desirable, 
of course, that soldiers should not drink at all, but they 
are only human, and if they want beer it is better that 
they should be permitted to buy it, under careful re- 
strictions, in their own canteen than be compelled to 
seek it in the low resorts which now fringe the boun- 
daries of our military reservations. We do not contend 
that the restoration of the canteen would abolish 
drunkenness from the Army, but we agree with the 
opinions of scores of officers that it would tend to 
diminish it, and we believe, moreover, that it would 
remove one difficulty-which is a source of increasing 
trouble to recruiting officers. 





The Canadian Military Gazette has these words of wis- 
dom which we commend to the attention of loose reason- 
ers on military matters on the hither side of our Northern 
border: “A well-meaning daily newspaper published in 
the United States refers to that part of the Treaty of 
Vienna which decreed that Switzerland should be forever 
neutral, and her territory thereafter inviolable. It goes 
on to point out that from that day Switzerland has en- 
joyed the constant blessings of peace, and, in conse- 
quence, a prosperity almost unparalleled in history. Ref- 
erence is then made to the recent application of Norway 
to be similarly guaranteed by the Powers, and the article 
concludes: ‘And if the plan will work in the cases of 
Switzerland and Norway, why not for other nations? 
Why can it not be extended till it includes all the 
small countries and, after that, all the big ones? It 
would be very much cheaper and more civilized for the 
nations to pledge themselves to leave one another alone 
than to maintain armies and navies.’ A delightful pros- 
pect truly, but founded entirely upon a misconception. 
Switzerland has been left in peace not half so much be- 
cause of her guarantee, as because of her mountainous 
territory and the splendid national army she maintains. 
Switzerland is wise in her day and generation, No doubt 
she values the treatment assured her by the Treaty of 
Vienna, but she realizes that it is the part of wisdom to 
have a national life insurance to boot, just for fear that 
some day one or more of the Powers might find it expedi- 
ent to break the treaty, as Powers have found it hereto- 
fore in the case of other international contracts not less 
sacred. In consequence she has the best system of citi- 
zen soldiery in the world. Every man capable of bearing 
arms is taught to shoot; a good staff is provided; the 
more scientific branches of the service are specially pro- 
vided for, and, as a result of the whole, Swiss territory 
remains inviolate not so much because of a treaty guar- 
anteeing its peace, as because that brave little country 
bristles like a porcupine, and her mountains are defended 


- by half a million trained patriots.” 
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As special significance has been attached to the fact 
that the recent order providing for the transfer of troops 
to the Philippines and the sending of the three colored 
regiments remaining in this country to the Philippines, 
Secretary Taft has given out the following official state- 
ment with regard to this matter: “There was a time, 
between 1902 and 1905, when the colored regiments were 
not sent to the Philippines at all. In 1905, however, this 
policy was tentatively changed, and the 24th Infantry, a 
colored regiment, was sent to the Philippines and is now 
there. The service of the 24th Infantry in the Philip- 
pines has been entirely satisfactory, and it is thought that 
the service of the other regiments will be. In reporting 
upon this subject General Wood states: ‘I recently visit- 
ed and made an inspection of the departments of the 
Visayas and Mindanao, and found the 24th Infantry very 
well liked by the civil authorities in the neighborhood of 
its various staticns. In fact, at Tacloban the governor ex- 
pressed particul:r appreciation of the fine conduct of this 
regiment.’ Because of this report and experience, the 
General Staff recommended and the Department decided 
it to be wise to return to the former policy of equal for- 
eign service of all the regiments of the mobile army. The 
present assignment of the other colored regiments to the 
Philippines is merely for an equal distribution of foreign 
service. ‘They have not been there for four years. It 
now becomes fair to them and to other regiments that 
they be assigned to the Philippines in due order. For- 
eign service, it should be stated, increases the pay of the 
men 20 per cent. and counts double time for retirement. 
It was pointed out at the Department, therefore, that 
the idea that these orders were prejudicial to the colored 
troops or were made on account of the Brownsville affair, 
was utterly absurd.” 
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Hon. Daniel O’Connor, former postmaster general of 
Australia, who is now making a tour of the United 
States, predicts that within fifty years this country will 
have 180,000,000 to 200,000,000 inhabitants, and that 
with such a population we shall be utterly unable to 
consume what we grow and manufacture. “Then,” says 
Mr. O’Connor, in an interview published in the Boston 
Herald, ‘“‘you will need to enter every port in the world 
with your products to get rid of your surplus. This 
being so, American statesmen must look to the ad- 
vancement of America as a naval power. You don’t 
need a standing Army here. In three months, should 
oceasion arise, you could raise an army large enough 
to ‘stagger humanity.’ But you cannot organize or build 
a navy in three months. England’s navy built up her 
commerce and gave her the markets of the world. The 
United States will have to follow her example. ‘Build 
ships, build ships, build ships.’ That is the advice I 
would give to President Roosevelt if it were within my 
province. Build a navy that will be as large as Eng- 
land’s, for the day is coming when the problem for this 
country will be found in the Far East. Make no mis- 
take about the Japanese question. We of Australia 
keep Japan well in our minds, for which we have good 
reason, considering our geographical relations. The 
Japanese are the most cunning imitators and adapters in 
the world. ‘They unite in their national life to-day all 
their centuries-old traditions with the progress of the 
twentieth century, and the combination is a serious one 
to contemplate. Wait till the white nations attempt to 
get into that great market of perhaps 500,000,000 people 
who have hitherto been hidden behind a Chinese wall 
of exclusion. Then we will see what we shall see. I 
repeat, the duty of America to-day is to build ships and 
build them fast. A great navy is her need. The army, 
if required, will come of itself.” 
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Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, 6th U.S. Cav., who won the 
first international aeronautic cup race, which started 
from Paris, Sept. 30, 1906, ond ended in England twenty- 
two hours and seventeen minutes later, has written a 
highly interesting account of the contest for the Journal 
of the Military Service Institution. What he has to 
say of ballooning for military purposes is of special im- 
portance. After describing the outfit, construction and 
manipulation of his balloon, “the United States,” and 
giving a graphic story of his long flight, Lieutenant 
Lahm concludes as follows: “It is interesting to note 
that six of the sixteen balloons in this contest carried 
regular army officers either as pilots or as assistants. 
The balloon holds an important place in warfare. Steps 
which are now being taken to develop ballooning in our 
own Army show that we are taking the matter seriously 
and are beginning to appreciate that we are behind other 
nations along this line. Practically all European armies 
have their balloon corps. ‘Troops are regularly incor- 
porated for this service, and by constant practice and 
experimenting they have brought the military balloon 
to such a point of perfection that its usefulness cannot 
be doubted. History has already demonstrated its value 
in the past. Thirty-six years ago the beseiged city of 
Paris was able to defy the German besiegers and to 
maintain constant communication with the troops out- 
side, thanks to balloons. More than seventy were sent 
out, carrying dozens of passengers, tons of mail and 
hundreds of carrier pigeons, which were sent back into 
the city with valuable messages. Let us not fail to ap- 
preciate the necessity for preparedness above the earth 
as well as on the earth, and when our next war comes, 
let us not be found wanting in this particular branch of 
military science.” 
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Officers of the Army everywhere will be interested to 
know that under date of Jan. 2, 1907, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission rendered a decision in which it held 
that the new law regulating railroad rates did not apply 
to common carriers transporting Government property. 
The decision has been published by the Quartermaster 
General of the Army as Circular No. 1 of Jan. 5, 1907, 
for the information and guidance of officers of the Army 
on duty in the Quartermaster’s Department. It follows: 
“It is the opinion of the Commission that the provision 
in Sec. 22 of the original act to regulate commerce, which 
states ‘That nothing in this act shall prevent the carriage, 
storage, or handling of property free or at reduced rates 
for the United States,’ etc., has not been modified or af- 
fected by any of the amendments which took effect on 
Aug. 28 last. We accordingly hold that under the present 
law carriers are at liberty to make lower rates of trans- 
portation for Government property than they establish for 
the general public, whether such lower rates result from 
competitive bidding or from special arrangements with 
the representatives of the Government. While the excep- 
tion above quoted is in terms limited to property, we are 
of the opinion that reduced rates may be allowed to the 
Government for the transportation of persons, on the 
broad ground that the allowance of special and lower 
rates to the Government is a benefit to the entire public 
and therefore .not a discrimination which the regulating 
statute intended to prohibit.” 


Another illustration of the unreasoning prejudice of 
certain branches of organized labor against military or- 
ganization appears in the announcement Yhat the Penn- 
sylvania State Federation of Labor will endeavor, at the 
approaching session of the Legislature, to procure the 





epactment of a law to abolish the State Constabulary. 
The Pennsylvania Constabulary, a small body of some 
200 officers and men, most of whom have seen service in 
the Regular or Volunteer forces, was organized about 
two years ago, and since then it has proved itself a thor- 
oughly efficient and highly valuable agency for the main- 
tenance of law and order and the protection of life and 
property throughout the State. In fact it appears that 
the proved usefulness of the force is what has aroused 
the opposition of labor organizations to its further exist- 
ence. With the constabulary organized and equipped 
largely after the Army model and constantly ready for 
service in any part of the State on an hour's notice, the 
lawless spirit has been held in check, the legitimate inter- 
ests of both employer and employee have been effectively 
protected and trade and industry have been secure against 
arbitrary interference. That the reputable wage-earners 
of Pennsylvania favor the abolition of this alert and eco- 
nomical protective agency is beyond belief. “It is a 
strange blindness and perversity,’’ says the Philadelphia 
Public Ledger, “that prompts the labor leaders to array 
themselves against the forces that work for law and or- 
der. It is that faculty more than anything else that pro- 
vokes antagonism against them and obscures a full ap- 
preciation of the immense usefulness of the labor organi- 
zations. That they are willing to be led into a denuncia- 
tion of such useful agencies of civilization and order is 
one of the weakest points in their armor.” 
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There has been so much conjecture as to the real 
eauses of the troubles in the island of Samar and the 
island of Leyte which, during the last year, have made 
it necessary to employ Regular troops to maintain order, 
that Secretary Taft’s view of the matter is of practical 
interest. In an official report on conditions in the 
Philippines he states that in Samar and Leyte there has 
been for a long time a bitter feud between the mountain 
peoples of those two islands, known as Pulahanes, and 
the people of the coast towns. In these islands the 
Pulahanes raise hemp and dispose of it to purchasers 
from the coast towns. They are at times subject to op- 
pression and fraud by the local dealers in hemp and by 
the municipal officials who attempt to monopolize their 
sales at prices very much below the market. These and 
other causes create a constant feeling of suspicion and 
resentment on the part of the mountain people against 
constituted authority, and much more through misun- 
derstanding than a real spirit of lawlessness, distur- 
bances arise and are fanned into flame by the ease with 
which fakirs and pseudo-religious leaders are able to 
arouse the mountain peoples into the formation of armed 
bands and the making of forays into the lowlands. It 
was to suppress these lawless raids that the Govern- 
ment placed Regular troops in the field after it was 
found that the Philippine Constabulary unaided could 
not handle the situation. 
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It is gratifying to observe an increasing sentiment on 
the part of the representative daily journals of the coun- 
try in favor of larger consideration for the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps in the matter of pay. The helpful sup- 
port of these great newspapers will be gratefully appre- 
ciated by every member of our military services. The 
inadequacy of the pay of our soldiers and sailors is thor- 
oughly understood in the offices of most of our foremost 
daily journals, and the disparity between that pay and 
the pay of men of similar ability employed in civilian vo- 
cations is a matter of common knowledge. An instance 
of the growing newspaper feeling in favor of more liberal 
treatment for the military services appears in an article 
in the Baltimore Sun, which says in part: “In all the 
great industries wages and salaries have been increased in 
order to retain efficient workers, and if the Government 
desires to maintain a high standard in the various branch- 
es of its service it must pay its employees enough to live 
upon, There is a general outcry among Congressmen who 
are employed only five months in the year and continue 
their regular occupation all the time that they cannot live 
upon their salaries of $5,000 a year and mileage. And 
yet these same Congressmen expect an Army officer to 
give his entire time to the Government for $1,600 a year, 
out of which several hundred dollars is taken to buy uni- 
forms which he is required to have.” 





An “Old Soldier’ who writes from Plattsburg Bar- 
racks, N.Y., says: “Having seen in the JourRNAL of Jan. 
5, 1907, that the War Department requires all officers of 
the General Recruiting Service to redouble their efforts 
to get desireable recruits to enlist for the Infantry, Cav- 
alry and Artillery, why not give those men who are leav- 
ing the Service every day some inducement to remdin in 
the Service instead of hard ‘knocks’? Now if the twenty- 
five-year bill and the raise of pay for the enlisted men 
should become a law I do not think there would be many 
recruits required, as it would bring back all the old sol- 
diers who have left the Service within the last two years 
with from five to fifteen years’ service to their credit, and 
furthermore these men would be available for duty from 
the day they join their companies, whereas it takes two or 
three months to get a recruit in condition. Just give the 
soldiers that you have a show and watch the result.” 
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Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, U-S.N., whose article 
on “Explosive Engines for Naval Purposes,” published 
in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute, has already 
been noted in these columns, makes this suggestive state- 


ment: “One of the most progressive captains of the 
British Mediterranean fleet told the writer last sum- 
mer that he was afraid the craze for turbine battleships 
would cause a number of them to be built for the British 
navy, while we Americans would rapidly develop motoy 
engines for our battleships, to the betterment of our 
Navy and to the injury of their own, 
tions regulating marine motors requiring a great num- 
ber of revolutions of the engine are quite different from 
those for land service, the already largely increase: 
size of marine motors which have been built indicates 
that the limits given by the Civil Lord of the Britis); 
Admiralty will soon be within the grasp of the motor 
engineer. Indeed, it is said that in Germany, wher 
much thought has been given to motor construction, 
5,000 horsepower engines are now under way, but as no 
one is willing to give out the result of investigation up- 
on which patent rights may be claimed it is difficult .. 
learn just what has been done in the matter.” 
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“An Army Boy” writes to us from Washington, D.C., 
saying: ‘Having lived in Washington for over two years 
I have noticed many times in the theaters, parades, and 
other public places the way in which the people of this 
city respect the national air, “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.”

In the public 
schools when the song is played or sung the pupils remain 
seated. Do you think that is right? I think every Amer- 
ican should learn to salute our country’s national air, 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” and ‘long may it wave.” 
These sentiments do great credit to our young correspond- 
ent, and we hope that his example will be contagious.

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Press reports from London under date of Jan. 8 make 
the interesting announcement that the British battleship 
Dreadnought is under orders to cross the Atlantic, and 
that she will be in West Indian waters while the Atlantic 
Fleet of the United States Navy under command of Rear 
Admiral Robley D. Evans is engaged in its winter tour 
of target practice in the same neighborhood. The purpose 
in sending the Dreadnought across the Atlantic is to test 
her seaworthiness during the worst season of the year and 
also to put her batteries through an exacting trial under 
severe weather conditions. The despatches state that the 
Dreadnought left England Jan. 8 for Gibraltar, wheice 
she will sail Jan. 26 for Trinidad, the Admiralty expect- 
ing that she will be able to cross the Atlantic in eight 
days. It is said that she will remain in West Indian 
waters for two months. 
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Representative Weeks, of Massachusetts, who is a 
graduate of the United States Naval Academy and an 
earnest supporter of the naval policy of the present «d- 
ministration, contends that the enactment of the pending 
personnel bill at this session of Congress is even more ini 
portant than the authorization of additional warships. “1 
do not underestimate the need of more battleships,” says 
Mr. Weeks in an interview published in the Boston Tran:

of new battleships until we make provision for suitable 
men to command those ships. Under the present law ni 
val officers reach command too late in life. The proposed 
changes in the personnel law would remedy this condition. 
It would give us younger captains suitable to commant 
our new fighting machines. If passed this bill woull 
save the Government money. It has the strong in.iors- 
ment of the Navy Department, of the President and of 
practically all who have looked into the question. ‘This 
bill ought to pass.”

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HEARINGS ON THE NAVY BILL. 


Rear Admiral George A. Converse, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation of the Navy Department, ap- 
peared before the House Committee on Naval Affairs, 
Dec. 10, in the hearing on the Navy appropriation bill. 
He stated that whether the full increase of 3,000 in the 
enlisted force of the Navy recommended by him would 
be needed during the coming year would depend upon cir- 
cumstances. Various causes have retarded enlistments, 
for instance, the prosperity of the country, the law re- 
quiring applicants under eighteen to produce documentary 
evidence of age, and the untruthful reports about mutinies 
on naval vessels. There are now something more than 
32,000 enlisted men in the Navy, the discharges, retire- 
ments and deaths last year numbered 8,707, and the en- 
listments numbered 13,418. The desertions numbered 
3,998, or about 9.04 per cent. of the whole number of 
men in the Service. The maximum authorized strength 
of the enlisted force is 37,000, in which there is now a 
shortage of 4,500. To man the active fleet as it will 
stand when the vessels now authorized are built will re- 
quire 37,283 men, the first reserve 3,309, and on shore 
stations 1,219, making a total of 41,811. ‘That contem- 
plates putting in reserve a large number of the ships 
which have been in commission or have been built since 
1894. To put the ships of the first and second reserves 
and colliers in commission with full naval crews, making 
an allowance of 8,250 for men in training, in transit and 
sick in hospital, and allowing 1,600 for the battleships 
South Carolina and Michigan, to be completed in 1910, 
there will be a shortage in 1910 of 24,474, as compared 
with the present authorized strength of 37,000. 


With regard to the item of $450,000 for transportation, 
an increase of $70,000, Admiral Converse explained that 
1 very considerable increase in this appropriation is ab- 
solutely necessary from the fact that although the rail- 
road rates, which apply to private transportation both as 
regards passengers and freight, are probably less than 
heretofore, the Government has not succeeded in procuring 
the favorable rates it has had in contracts for previous 
years, and in fact in many instances the rates which apply 
to Government transportation are the same as those which 
vovern private transportation. Another reason for the 
necessity in increasing the appropriation for transporta- 
tion is the fact that at the present time the greater num- 
ber of enlistments occur at interior points in the country, 
ind the transportation of recruits to the seaboard has 
added greatly to the expenditures under this appropria- 
tion. Concerning the item of $720,000 for outfits on first 
‘nlistment, an increase of $153,000, Admiral Converse 
said: “The cost of everything for the Navy has jumped 
up very much from 1897, when it was fixed, to the 
present time, Overshirts were then issued at $2.40 apiece. 
They now cost $2.75. Undress jumpers were then $1.36. 
hey are now $2.10. Blue trousers were then $2.65. 
They are now $4.25. Dress trousers, white, were then 
$1.02. ‘They are now $1.05. A jersey, which then cost 
$1.38, now costs $1.50. An overcoat has advanced in 
price from $8.17 to $10.25. So the total cost of the outfit 
now, including rubber boots, and so forth, is about $66.95, 
as against the former outfit charge of $44.87.” 

Referring to the item for the purchase of gymnastic 
ipparatus Admiral Converse made the following state- 
ment: “When a large number of enlisted men are in 
the neighborhood of a navy yard, due to a visit of a num- 
ver of naval vessels or to the fact that they are attending 
classes under instruction, the Bureau believes that it 
would greatly add to their recreation and contentment if 
t could purchase simple gymnastic apparatus, such as 
parallel bars. flying rings, pulley weights, and the like. 
We are developing athletics among the men in the Navy 
now, and find it necessary to do so, as we no longer have 
masts and sails, when the men used to get plenty of ex- 
ercise by running aloft and working. Therefore, to take 
the place of that we encourage athletics of every kind 
and put the men through a regular physical drill twice a 
day on ship and on shore and encourage them in playing 
ball, or in anything else that makes for the development 
of muscle or the training of the a We have a school 
for the instruction of firemen that has just been started 
at Norfolk. We have sent men there after being re-en- 
listed as firemen of the first class who desired to be in- 
structed as machinists, machinists’ mates and oilers.’ 

Admiral Converse’s attention being called to the fact 
that in his recent annual report he suggested that the 
marines be taken out of naval vessels, he stated that he 
would like to have what he said on that regarded, not as 
a recommendation which he had made, but as a question 
which he had considered. Remarking that it has started 
some controversy, he continued : 

The character of the men in the Navy has changed entirely 
within the last twenty years. It has changed more rapidly 
in the last ten years than at any other period of the Navy. 
Formerly, we recruited the Navy entirely from seacoast cities, 
nd took into it people of all nationalities. Anybody who 
was a seafaring man would be taken in. They had no cer- 
tificates of birth; they had no certificates of character; prac- 
tically they had nothing. If they wanted to ship in the Navy, 
we took them. The result was they were rather an unruly 
set, and it was necessary to have over them, in days gone by, 
4 set of men who could enforce discipline, and for that pur- 
pose, I take it, the marines were sent on board ship. At the 
present time we are recruiting our Navy entirely from Ameri- 
can citizens. We are recruiting it from the interior of the 
country and teaching the men the duties of men-of-war’s men 
on board ship. We call them sailors, but really they are battle- 
ship's men. They are drawn from exactly the same class as 
are the marines and as are the soldiers. There is no reason, 
fo my mind, why the enlisted force of the Navy should re- 
quire a different class of men over them to keep them in order 
than the soldiers require a specially uniformed and paid class 
ot men to keep them in order. They are differently paid, 
differently uniformed, and while they do some of the ship's 
duty they do not do all that bluejackets do. They are under 
different officers on board ship, officers not available for gen- 
eral duties. Many of the officers in the Service have for 
years been of the opinion that the efficiency of the Service 
would be increased if these men were withdrawn and an equal 
number of bluejackets put into their places. This matter has 
been forced upon me from my position as Chief of the Bureau 
during the last two and a half years, and I beliéve that the 
epinion of the majority of officers in command of our large 
ships is in favor of withdrawing the marines from the ships, 
utilizing them for guards at navy yards and naval stations, 
and for expeditionary forces to be embarked in different ships 
of a transport nature and type. Within the past year the 
marines have been entirely withdrawn from our battleships 
twice for short periods of time. 

Rear Admiral Newton E. Mason, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department, appeared 
before the Committee on Dec. 12. and was asked to ex- 
plain the item of $4,146,457 for ordnance stores, for pro- 
curing, ‘producing, preserving and handling ordnance ma- 
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terial, for the armament of ships, for fuel, material and 
labor to be used in the general work of the Ordnance 
Department, the item representing an increase of $646,- 
457. In reply, Admiral Mason said that the estimate 
had been prepared under the assumption that there will 
be in full or partial commission during the fiscal year 
1908 twenty-four battleships, twelve first-class cruisers, 
sixty-six second and third-rate vessels, sixty torpedo ves- 
sels, and fifceen auxiliaries, making a total of 177 vessels. 
This represents an increase of thirty-eight vessels over 
the present fiscal year, five of which are battleships, two 
first-class cruisers, nine second and third-rate vessels, and 
twenty-two torpedo vessels. Four hundred and fifty-one 
thousand and fifty-three dollars of this estimate is for an 
increase of target practice appropriation over last year, 
as it is absolutely necessary to provide for the additional 
vessels above mentioned. The increase over that pre- 
viously asked is due to the increase in the number and 
size of vessels which will be engaged in target practice. 
It was put in this working appropriation—about $1,400,- 
000. The estimate proposed will allow about $1,500,000 
for target practice. 

Admiral Mason explained that apart from the item of 
$500,000 for the purchase and manufacture of smoke- 
less powder, the item being the same as it has been every 
year since the year of the Spanish War, when it was 
$1,000,000, $700,000 is needed for powder for target 
practice and about $1,000,000 for a reserve supply of 
powder. The item of $121,075 for machinery for a 
foundry in the gun factory at the Washington Navy 
Yard Admiral Mason described as absolutely necessary. 
The gun factory, when supplied with needful facilities, 
will be a model plant and will result in saving money for 
the Government. 

teplying to an inquiry as to why he did not believe it 
would be good economy to modernize the Brooklyn, Ad- 
miral Mason said that to do so would cost $500,000 or 
$600,000 in ordnance alone, and that other necessary work 
would cost three times as much in addition. In five years 
the Brooklyn should go on the first reserve list. He 
strongly urged the item of $230,000 for completing the 
work of modifying four-inch forty-caliber mounts, and 
providing new sights; and for modifying five-inch forty- 
caliber mounts, and providing new sights for same. The 
item of $567,000 for fire control instruments for nine- 
teen battleships and twelve armored cruisers; for fire 
control instruments for four monitors and twenty-five 
cruisers, Admiral Mason said, was something new. He 
added: “This comes from the target practice. The pres- 
ent system installed in the vessels was designed to fulfill 
the requirements of the slow rate of fire used a few years 
ago. Experience at target practice indicates that rapid 
hitting is possible, and information from abroad indicates 
that rapid hitting is necessary. We have improved the 
guns, accessories, mounts and ammunition until each 
gun can fire rapidly and accurately; but the batteries 
as a whole are inefficient, because we cannot transmit 
rapidly to the guns the information absolutely necessary 
to insure accuracy, nor is the system sufficient to permit 
of control of rapid fire. The installation of a new system 
is necessary before we can reap any commensurate benefit 
in battle efficiency from the earnest work with the guns 
in the last few years. The ships will not be ready for 
action until an improved system is installed.” 

The estimate of $500,000 for reserve guns for auxiliary 
cruisers, it was explained, is for repairing, modernizing 
and fitting with modern sights a considerable number 
of four and five-inch forty-caliber guns and mounts, 
and for procuring an additional number of new guns and 
mounts. The total amount appropriated under this head 
up to the year 1905-6 was $2,075,000. The Bureau 
did not estimate for any sum for the present fiscal year. 

Speaking of the estimate of $4,000,000 for reserve 
ammunition, Admiral Mason pointed out that there is 
now no appropriation under which a reserve of cartridge 
cases and powder tanks can be accumulated, the result 
being that there is no reserve of such articles except for 
the older calibers. It is considered imperative that there 
should be accumulated at the earliest practicable date a 
reserve supply of ammunition sufficient to refill the main 
battery magazine of the fleet twice and the secondary 
battery magazine once. This is because a modern war- 
ship at her maximum rate of gun fire will exhaust 
the magazines supplying her main battery in about half an 
hour and her secondary battery ammunition will not last 
much longer. The expenditures which would be required 
to provide a reserve of the proportions stated above are 
so great that it is realized that a sufficient reserve to fill 
the magazines of the fleet once is all that can now be at- 
tempted. It was estimated last year that $9,126,526 
would be required to accumulate one reserve of ammuni- 
tion. Toward this $2,000,000 was appropriated by the 
last Congress. At this rate of accumulation, the small 
reserve sufficient to fill the magazines of the fleet only 
once will not be completely appropriated fer until the 
fiscal year 1910. 

The estimate of $1,396,500 for reserve guns for ships 
of the Navy, Admiral Mason explained, is based on the 
total number of high-power guns now afloat, down to 
and including the Idaho, a fair working reserve for the 
present being considered one-fourth of that number. The 
amount estimated should provide the following guns based 
on present Naval Gun Factory prices, viz.: Twelve 
twelve-inch Mark V. guns, two ten-inch Mark VII. guns, 
two eight-inch Mark VI. guns, two seven-inch Mark IT. 
guns, two six-inch Mark VIII. guns, seventy-five three- 
inch Mark V. guns and mounts. This appropriation is 
considered as absolutely necessary for the efficiency of 
the Navy. The manufacture of these guns must be 
undertaken at the earliest practicable moment in order to 
have them ready to replace guns while withdrawn from 
service for lining. 

For reserve torpedoes and appliances an item of $500,- 
000 is submitted. There is now no reserve of torpedoes 
and as long as that situation exists it means that the 
torpedo fleet is not prepared for war. It is held that 
there should be a minimum reserve of 300 eighteen-inch 
and 321 twenty-one inch torpedoes. There should be 
built 200 torpedoes a year and ten years hence there 
should be available 1,992. The present torpedo fleet lost 
twenty torpedoes last year. The Bureau has agreed to 
pay the E. W. Bliss Company $7,100 each for 300 twenty- 
one-inch torpedoes. Admiral Mason considers the torpedo 
situation even more important than the question of reserve 
ammunition and reserve guns. The torpedo question 
went over last year and has been passed over year by 
year for several years. ‘“‘We are now unable to supply 
torpedoes for even our small number of torpedo vessels,” 
says Admiral Mason, “and when I consider the possible 
consequences I cannot describe our condition in regard 
to torpedoes as anything but deplorable. It is an absolute 
necessity, if we are to be prepared for war, to get tor- 
pedoes, for if our torpedoboats can only make one attack 
(and all of them cannot do that now), they will become 
useless as fighting machines soon after the opening of war. 
The effect of procrastination in preparation for war has 
recently been so conspicuously shown that we who are 
especially charged with the preparation of the Navy feel 


that it is our duty to impress that branch of the Gov- 
ernment which allots the money with the danger of such 
a policy. All our information indicates that other nations 
are not procrastinating. Great Britain, France, Japan, 
and Russia have government torpedo factories; Germany 
has one so much under government control as to be prac- 
tically a government factory, while the Whitehead Com- 
pany, at its two factories, in Austria and* England, is 
turning out over 1,000 torpedoes a year, most of which 
go to these larger powers. Our only source of supply is 
one company that manufactures torpedoes as a secondary 
product, with a capacity of one hundred per year and 
whose work is not altogether satisfactory. In my opinion 
the situation is fraught with danger, and I think that 
we cannot get to work too secon to provide the means to 
supply our needs.” 

Pay Dir. Eustace B. Rogers, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts of the Navy Depart- 
ment, with rank of rear admiral, was before the Com- 
mittee on Dec. 11, and explained that the increase of 
$50,000 over last year’s item for transportation, exchange, 
mileage to officers traveling under orders in the United 
States and for actual personal expenses of officers travel- 
ing abroad under orders was based upon *the increased 
demand and upon the fact that last year’s appropria- 
tion has teen over-obligated $16,514.98. When asked as 
to the increase from $5,220,000 to $6,490,000 in the item 
for provisions, commuted rations for seamen and marines, 
it was explained that the increased estimate was based 
upon two things—the contemplated increase in the Navy 
of 3,000 men, making the present 37,000 augmented to 
40,000, and the increased cost of the ration due to the 
changes of the last appropriation act, which has ma- 


. terially increased the cost of the ration, and the ration 


costs now, at an average, as far as can be judged, thirty- 
five cents, and 40,000 rations at thirty-five cents for 1908 
is $5,420,000. Then in addition there are 3,700 marines 
who are subsisted on ships, and the marine on the ship 
draws navy rations. That amounts to $473,970. Then 
there are chaplains, boatswains, carpenters, midshipmen 
at the academy and at sea who still draw the commuted 
ration and who are not on navy pay, and they number 
1,S28, and those rations, at thirty cents per diem, would 
amount to $200,714.40. The Chief of Bureau volunteered 
the following: “I would like to say one thing more. A\l- 
though I have included, under direction of the Secretary, 
75,000 rations for ‘“abandon-ship’ purposes—75,000 
emergency rations—I do not think that will be sufficient. 
If we have 30,000 men afloat in the Navy that will only 
give two and one-half rations to each man, which is not 
enough, and although I would very much prefer that this 
should be made a separate appropriation, if the Com- 
mittee is going to allow it, I will say this, that if the 
Committee is not willing to allow this $32,220 and will 
incorporate in the general terms of the act the authority 
to buy them—that is, under the caption of provisions, 
and will permit the purchase of, say, 100,000, or not 
more than 100,000, emergency rations, I think I can buy 
them without any extra sum being appropriated.” 

Rear Admiral William S. Cowles, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Equipment of the Navy Department, who ap- 
peared before the Committee on December 13, explained 
the increase from $3,000,000 to $3,500,000 in the estimate 
for equipment of vessels by stating that there has been 
a decided advance in the requirements of the Service 
during the past year or so, and these requirements are 
increasing. Much has been accomplished in the estab- 
lishment of wireless telegraph stations ashore, and the 
installation of wireless plants on naval vessels. The 
above expenses have been charged to “Equipment of 
Vessels,” but the appropriation has not been increased 
to cover them. Many modern appliances have recently 
been installed on naval vessels for sanitary and other 
reasons, particularly in connection with the cooking and 
messing systems. There has also been a large increase 
in electrical appliances for interior and exterior signaling, 
and for the health and comfort of the officers and crews 
of seagoing vessels. This has caused a gradual but 
permanent increase in the expenditures for equipment and 
supplies, A considerable amount will be required during 
the year for equipment work in connection with the in- 
stallation of fire control systems in all vessels of the 
Navy. 

With reference to the item of $3,750,000 for coal and 
transportation, Admiral Cowles stated that he had pur- : 
chased last year 672,867 tons of coal at an average cost 
of $4.20 per ton as against 543,421 tons at an average 
cost of $5.05 per ton the year before. But litthke more 
coal is now being bought beyond what is needed to keep 
the ships going. There are only 75,000 tons at Cavite, 
where it is desirable to have 200,000 tons. Of certain 
important naval coaling stations Admiral Cowles said: 
“Two hundred and fifty thousand dollars is required to 
finish California City Point, and $250,000 is required for 
Hospital Cay, Guantanamo; and we also want $50,000 
for Bradford, but we do not seem to be able to get very 
far. I have mentioned proposed expenditures for $550,- 
000 already, and in addition I wanted $250,000 to start 
the construction of a plant at San Diego, Cal., making 
$800,000 all told, but the Secretary says we can only have 
$400,000.” 

Surg. Gen. Presley M. Rixey, U.S.N., with rank of rear 
admiral, who appeared before the Committee on Dec. 13, 
stated that the increase of $15,000 in the item for surgeons 
for vessels in commission, navy yards, naval] stations 
and Marine Corps, and the increase of $5,000 in the 
contingent fund of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
would not be required if the proposed increase of 3,000 
in the enlisted force of the Navy was not allowed. The 
increase of $100,000 for public works under the Bureau 
is necessary beeanse of the naval hospitals at Norfolk. 
Pensacola, Puget Sound and at the naval station on the 
Great Lakes. 

Rear Admiral James H. Sands, U.S.N., Superintendent 
of the Naval Academy, was before the Committee Dec. 14, 
but inasmuch as he had not expected to appear until 
Jan. 15, he submitted a written statement on the needs 
of the Academy, to which we shall refer hereafter. 

Civil Engr. Mordecai T. Endicott, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks of the Navy Department, 
with rank of rear admiral, appeared before the Committee 
on Dec. 14, his statement dealing largely with the points 
covered in his annual report, which has already been 
published in these columns. His estimate for the Bureau 
for the coming year is $1,000,000, as against $850,000 for 
the current year. He announced that there would be 
a deficiency in this year’s operations. 

Engr.-in-Chief Charles W. Rae, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering of the Navy Department, 
with rank of rear admiral, was before the Committee on 
Dec. 17. His estimate for steam machinery, completion, 
repairs, new boilers, ete., is $3,500,000, the same as last 
year, He submitted a detailed statement of the financial 
operations of the Bureau and said that the appropria- 
tions asked for were urgently needed. 

Capt. Albert Ross, U.S.N., Commandant Naval Sta- 
tion, Great Lakes, also appeared before the Committee on 
Dec. 17. He stated that it would be unwise to reduce 
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the item of $750,000 recommended by the Secretary of 
the Navy for projected buildings at the station. 

Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, Commandant U.S.M.C., 
who appeared on Dec. 18, was asked to explain the item 
of $76.020 for pay of additional officers in the estimate of 
$598,140 for pay and allowances of officers of the Marine 
Corps now on the active list. As to the need of the ad- 
ditional officers, he said: “Sixty-five per cent. of the 
officers in the Marine Corps are serving aboard ships or 
in the tropics—that is, taking myself and counting all the 
staff. They serve two years and two years and six months 
in the tropics. There is no relief for them. A man comes 
home from the Philippines to-day and he will have to 
be ordered to sea on a battleship almost to-morrow. We 
have not officers sufficient to command the men. Then, 
there is a fearful block in the captains’ list of the line. 
The men are all nearly of the same age. In fact, some 
of the junior captains in rank are not junior in age to 
the senior captains. We have asked this promotion in the 
staff to break this block. We have asked that eleven line 
officers should go into the staff to break the block. Many 
of the captains are fit for staff officers and like the duty. 
If they transfer from a captain in the line to a captain 
in the staff their juniors in the line will pass up numer- 
ically in grade. If these promotions are made and fifteen 
captains and fifteen first lieutenants for the line are al- 
lowed, it will increase the corps by forty-one officers. 
We sadly need these officers. There is no post that has 
its complement of officers or anywhere near it.” Further 
reference to General Elliott’s statement will be made in 
a future issue of the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL. 

Chief Constr. Washington L. Capps, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau of Construction and Repair of the Navy De- 
partment, with rank of rear admiral, who appeared be- 
fore the Committee on Dec. 17, explained that the esti- 
mate of $7,900,000 for preservation and completion on 
vessels on the stocks and in ordinary was the same as last 
year’s, last year’s appropriation having been increased 
from $7,600,000 by a reappropriation of $300,000. The 
interest in his statement centered in his remarks concern- 
ing the construction and cost of the battleships Connecti- 
cut and Lousiana. The cost of the Connecticut, without 
the armor and armament, will be very close to $4,600,000. 
The cost of the Louisiana, as compared with similar 
work done by the Government, will be in the neighbor- 
hood of $4,200,000. Chief Constructor Capps thinks it 
is fair to say that the time of construction of each ship 
was about the same. The Connecticut, at the time of the 
delivery of the Louisiana, was at about the same stage 
of completion. The Louisiana was placed in commission 
before the Connecticut, for the reason that it was neces- 
sary to take over the vessel from the contractors in an 
incomplete state, due to the non-delivery of material, for 
which the Government was responsible. To have forced 
the contractors to hold the vessel unti] such material was 
delivered and installed would possibly have involved the 
Government in suits for damages for delay in matters 
for which it was itself responsible. The vessel being 
delivered. it was advisable to put a crew on board and 
complete the work at the navy yard. 

With respect to the item of $12,713,915 for construc- 
tion and machinery on account of ships heretofore author- 
ized. the following colloquy ensued: 

The Chairman: Will that cover all the ships now au- 
thorized? 

x Capps: Al] the ships authorized, including 
No. 28. 

The Chairman: That will pay all the bills? 

Admiral Capps: Yes. sir: under “Construction and 
Machinery” for the next fiscal year. 

The Chairman: Next year what will the amount prob- 
ably be? 

Admir>] Capps: The fiscal year 1908-9? 

The Chairman: Yes, sir. 

Admiral Capps: Less than $7,000,000. 

The Chairman: Will that complete the ships? 

Admiral Capps: No, sir; there will be work in progress 
in 1910 and also in 1911. Battleship No. 28 will carry 
ever until 1911. I presume you want the total cost to 
complete all the shins heretofore authorized? 

The Chairman: Yes; authorized. 

Admiral Capps: That will be, for “Construction and 
Machinery,” in round numbers, $44,000,

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


We have had no President who exhibited a masterful 
activity of mind in so many different ways as Theodore 
Roosevelt. The latest illustration of this is the appear- 
ance in the Century Magazine for January of an article 
by Theodore Roosevelt on “The Ancient Irish Sagas.” 
“It is greatly to be regretted,” Mr. Roosevelt tells us in 
this article, “that America should have done so little 
either in the way of original study and research in con- 
nection with the early Celtic literature, or in the way 
of popularizing and familiarizing that literature, and it 
is much to be desired that, wherever possible, chairs of 
Celtic should be established in our leading universities. 
Moreover. in addition to the scholars’ work, which is es- 
pecially designed for students, there must ultimately be 
dene’ the additional work which puts the results of the 
scholarship at the disposal of the average layman.” The 
Erse tales, we are further told, “deserve the research 
which can be given only by the life-long effort of trained 
scholars: they should be studied for their poetry, as 
countless scholars have studied those early literatures; 
moreover they should be studied as Victor Bérard has 
studied the “Odyssey” for reasons apart from their prac- 
tical worth; and finally they deserve to be translated and 
adapted so as to become a familiar household part of that 
literature which all the English speaking people possess 
in common.” Few laymen, and not all of the learned 
realize the fact that the time has been when Irishmen 
led all of the world in scholarship and exercised a power- 
ful influence on the scholarship and thought of Europe in 
the Sixth and Seventh Centuries. Irishmen can never 
forget the glorious records of their race, and what the 
most distinguished citizen of America says in its praise 
will awaken a responsive echo in every Celtic breast. 

Lieut. Col. J. A. Watrous, U.S.A., retired, has pub- 
lished a volume of interesting stories and sketches which 
he dedicates “To the boys of the Sixties, North and 
South, who shouldered muskets and buckled on swords— 
soldiers whose deeds of daring transferred the Republic 
from far down the line to the head of nations and made 
it a world power.” The collection is culled from several 
hundred short stories contributed to the Chicago Times- 
Herald, some of which we have copied. They will pleas- 
antly remind the survivors of the sixties of youthful ex- 
periences, and will convey to those of a later generation 
knowledge of the period of which it may almost be said 
that to live was to be a hero, not in romance but in realty. 

An account of the Conway celebration at Camden, 
Me., Aug. 30, 1906, which we reported at the time it oc- 
curred, has been published in a handsome pamphlet with 
il/&strations, including a portrait of William Conway, the 





hero, and photographs of the memorial boulder and the 
medal presented to Conway by citizens of San Francisco, 
Jan. 12, 1861. No bluejacket of our Navy has ever be- 
fore received such a tribute as the erection of a memorial 
solely in his honor, and none has better deserved it. 

Dr. Henry du R. Phelan, U.S.A., has published in pam- 
phiet form a lecture on “The Peoples of the Philippine 
Islands,” which he recently delivered before the Califor- 
nia Branch of the American Folk Lore Society, which 
presents a highly interesting description of the strange 
races and tribes of our Far Eastern possessions. Doctor 
Phelan has seen much service in the Philippines and this 
instructive publication shows that he has studied their in- 
habitants with intelligence and care.

FURNISHING OFFICERS’ QUARTERS. 
Fort Lincoln, N.D., Dec. 10, 1906. 
To THe EpITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A great deal has been written on the subject of fur- 
nishing Army officers’ quarters with the heavier articles 
of furniture (stereotyped) and a great many good rea- 
sons have been advanced as to why such furnishings 
should be provided, but none of these suggestions and ar- 


guments, however worthy, seem to have secured more 
than a passing interest from the powers that are. TF or- 
merly, before the acquisition of foreign territory, when 
troops remained five or more years at one station, the 
necessity for this provision did not exist to nearly the ex- 
tent it does now. Without the means at hand for a 
computation of the number of times the average officer 
of the Army changes station during the period of five 
years under the present conditions, I will, for accuracy, 
cite my own case which does not differ greatly from that 
of a large percentage of the officers in the Service. Since 
the early part of 1902 I have made seven actual changes 
of station, necessitating a complete transfer of household 
effects, four of which were to and from the Philippines. 
The greatest cause for damage to property arises from 
the trans-oceanic voyages, the proverbial “baggage smash- 
er’ to the contrary notwithstanding. Due to the huge 
loads it is necessary to hoist into and out of the hold of 
the transports in loading and unloading, furniture which 
had been well crated is frequently found on being un- 
packed to be crushed or broken beyond repair. When a 
necessary piece of furniture for which an officer and his 
family have been to no little expense in buying reaches 
its destination in a condition which makes it fit only for 
firewood, especially after being at a recent heavy expense 
for transportation, ete., can they be blamed if they de- 
spair of ever getting out of debt. or of laying up a few 
dollars against an emergency? It is true that after a 
few such incidents a repetition is out of the question be- 
cause thereafter dry-goods boxes with shelves serve as 
chiffoniers and dressers, and tables, book-shelves, etc., are 
manufactured from similar material, while the quarter- 
master is called upon for the majority of chairs used. 
When an Army officer enters the residence of a civilian 
whose salary is probably less than his own, he is struck 
with wonder at the comfort, coziness and homelike ap- 
pearance a few well-chosen articles of furniture make. 
It is an amusing sight (to an outsider) to see the 
heterogeneous collection of household goods an_ officer 
changing station in the Philippines carries with him. 
After one experience no one takes any furniture of value 
to the islands, but trusts to Providence to buy from Chi- 
nese’ junk-shops such pieces as are absolutely necessary 
and knocks together from boxes such other articles as can 
not be procured in this manner; if required to change 





station during his service there, which often happens, 
this rude furniture is carted along. Is it any wonder 
then, human nature being as it is, that the recent trouble 
in Manila over furniture should have occurred? 
A word to the wise should be ample.

THE DAYS OF BENNY HAVENS.

“Benny’s” account is not a long one, nor does it 
enumerate a great variety of articles. The place where 
he had things ‘‘charged” was the cadet store of those 
days. A glance over the articles purchased by other 
patrons of the days of long ago reveals the fact that 
tobacco and gin were among the luxuries on sale at the 
cadet emporium—articles that one would find some dif- 
ficulty in buying there in these progressive times. Like 
a good business man, Benny starts in with a “balance 
due” of $1.95, which is followed by a number of items 
as follows: :

CAMPAIGN BADGES. 
To THe Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

About three years ago campaign’ badges were author- 
ized and the matter turned over to the Quartermaster’s 
Department by the General Staff. Since then it would 
appear that the question has had a checkered experience 
judging from the abnormal length of time taken to fur- 
nish the Army with these little symbols of field service 
We find in the Service a disposition to blame the Gen- 
eral Staff for this procrastination, and indeed it would 
seem that someone in high authority should see that no 
further delay ensues. Comparatively speaking, it is not 
of so much importance to officers, who remain in the Ser- 
vice indefinitely. But many of our enlisted men are bit 
terly disappointed. Almost an entire enlistment has 
passed, and thousands of men entitled to the bits of 
bronze and ribbon have been discharged. Many of them 
will be lost to the authorities for al] time. 

We cannot conceive of any good excuse for this appar- 
ent indifference to what is of vital interest to the Arm; 
at large, and to what will be a potent factor in increasing 
esprit de corps. To be sure, it has been claimed that th: 
first designs were unsuitable, and later that the work- 
manship of the contractor was unsatisfactory. But one 
cannot imagine any private corporation taking three 
years in which to design and manufacture service badges 
for its employees! 

We hope the Quartermaster General, who we know 
has the best interests of the Army at heart, will realize 
how vitally interested both officers and men are in this 
question of badges, and will push matters accordingly. If 
the bronze badges are unavoidably delayed, let the rib- 
bons for service uniforms be issued. Personally, most 
officers will prize a bit of ribbon much more than a show} 
medal.

While the Cape Cod Canal will not be deep enoug!: 
to accommodate battleships and cruisers, it will permit 
the passage of torpedo craft, transports and other aux- 
iliary vessels, and is therefore favorably regarded by 
Navy ofiicers, one of whom is quoted by the New York 
Tribune as follows: “I believe, as do other officers in the 
Navy, that the Cape Cod Canal will be a good thing for 
the Navy, as well as for the merchant marine. If it 
could be built to a depth of thirty-five feet or more it 
would be available for the large vessels, but as I under- 
stand it is to be less than that it will be available to only 
light craft naval vessels. In case of storm while on the 
way around the cape these vessels, on account of their 
small size, would naturally suffer more damage than 
the battleships or cruisers. They could go through the 
canal instead of being compelled to go around by the open 
sea, and it would not only be a saving in time, but 4 
saving to the Government of money in the wear and tear 
on the vessels. The great benefit of this canal is, how- 
ever, to the merchant marine, since the danger to coast- 
wise vessels is great off the cape. The saving in time is 
not alone to be counted, but the safety of the vessels. 
the sails, the rigging and the hulls must be considered. 
In the long run it will save ship owners a lot of money. 
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We have received an advance print of Volume 21 of 
the Official Records of the Union and Confederate Navies 
in the War of the Rebellion. This volume is published 
under the direction of Hon. Charles J. Bonaparte, Sec- 
yetary of the Navy, by Mr. Charles W. Stewart, Superin- 
‘endent of Library and Naval War Records, by authority 


of Act of Congress, approved July 31, 1894. It includes 
the correspondence regarding naval operations, both Union 
and Confederate, along the coast of the Gulf of Mexico, 
from St. Andrew’s Bay, near Pensacola, Fla., to the Rio 
Grande. The Union naval force was called the West 
Gulf Blockading Squadron. The volume abounds with 
accounts of brisk engagements between shore batteries and 
naval vessels; running of the blockade; chase and some- 
times the capture of the daring blockade-runners. The 
most important event recorded in the volume is the Battle 
ot Mobile Bay, Aug. 5, 1864, in which Farragut sailed 
the Union fleet past heavy forts and defeated the Con- 
federate vessels in Mobile Bay, capturing the ironclad 
‘onnessee, flagship of Admiral Franklin Buchanan. The 
«.S. ironclad Tennessee is shown as the frontispiece. 
A fine picture of the old Hartford, Farragut’s flagship, is 
;eproduced. A handsome map shows the forts, obstruc- 
tions, lines to torpedoes and locations of the vessels. The 
monitor Tecumseh, commanded by T. A. Craven, was 
sunk by a_torpedo on entering the bay in this battle. 
Craven and the pilot were in the small iron pilot-house 
when the torpedo exploded. The only means of escape 
was down a small ladder. Craven drew back and let the 
pilot pass down first, saying, “After you, pilot,’ but there 
was no one escaped after the pilot, as the Tecumseh went 
down almost immediately. At this moment Farragut 
gave his famous order to disregard the torpedoes and go 
ahead, aad dashed straight ahead over the line of torpedo 
inoys, and engaged the Confederate vessels inside the 
ha The detailed Confederate reports of this battle are 
full of interesting description. The volume is copiously 
indexed, and illustrated with accurate pictures showing 
the types of vessels engaged.

The Navy Department has finally disapproved the 
recommendation of the Bureau of Navigation for a court- 
wartial in connection with the charge of insubordina- 
tion made by Lieut. Comdr. John J. Knapp, command- 
ing the Celtic, against Paymr. George R. Venable. It 
appears that there was nothing more serious in the case 
than a personal controversy between the two officers, 
hoth of whom were serving on the Celtic. The trouble 
grew out of the attempt of Lieut. Commander Knapp to 
conduct an investigation of the issue by Paymaster Ven- 
able of certain quarters of beef to the vessels of the 
North Atlantic Fleet, of which the Celtic was acting as 
supply ship. Paymaster Venable declined to proceed 
with the investigation and to answer certain questions 
put to him by Lieut. Commander Knapp on the ground 
that the investigation was not being conducted in ac- 
cordance with what he conceived to be his rights under 
the Navy Regulations. Lieut. Commander Knapp im- 
mediately filed charges against Paymaster Venable and 
placed him under arrest for insubordination, disobedience 
of orders and for treating the commanding officer with 
contempt. Paymaster Venable based his justification on 
the ground that in a previous controversy of a similar 
nature between him and Lieut. Commander Knapp the 
latter had not in his opinion observed certain regulations 
safeguarding the rights of subordinate officers, and for 
this reason he insisted that whatever investigation the 
commanding officer chose to adopt in connection with the 
issue of beef be conducted strictly in accordance with 
what he regarded as his rights under the regulations. 
The Navy Department, while not conceding Paymaster 
Venable’s interpretation of the Regulations, upon which 
he sought to justify his actions, appreciated the exis- 
tence of extenuating circumstances and settled the case 
by sending Paymaster Venable an admonitory letter. 
This case has attracted considerable attention in naval 
cireles.

The Judge Advocate General of the Army was this 


week called upon to decide whether or not a cablegram 
sent to the Military Secretary some weeks ago by Capt. 
lewis M. Koehler, 4th Cav., in which he requested a 
revocation of the order convening the court for his trial 


and asked that a new court be convened in the United 
States, was Government business. The Military Secre- 
tary decided that the message could not properly be con- 
sidered to be on Government business and the cable com- 
pany, having been informed of this decision, collected 
the amount due on the message from Captain Koehler. 
Captain Koehler now protests against being required to 
pay full rates. Judge Advocate General Davis was 
called upon to decide whether correspondence in the 
military branch of the Government, such as this, is in 
the nature of a “Governmental message.” He said in 
part as follows: “No Governmental authority exists for 
the sending of a half-rate: message, by persons in the 
military Service unless such messages are on the busi- 
ness of the Government and paid for by the Government. 
In the ease before us the message sent by Captain 
Koehler was a Governmental message or it was not. 
If it was, payment should have been made entirely by 
the Government: if it was not, commercial rates should 
have been paid by Captain Koehler. Captain Koehler 
was of the opinion that he could not obtain a fair trial 
in the Philippines. He would appear to have represented 
this fact to the commanding general, Philippines Divi- 
sion, and requested that a cablegram having for its ob- 
ject a revocation of the order for his court, and his trial 
in the United States be sent. When the division com- 
mander declined to send the cablegram Captain Koehler 
sent it himself and has been very properly called upon 
to pay for it, since, obviously, such a cablegram was in 
no sense a Government message, but one sent by an 
officer on his personal business.” 





The aunual meeting of the National Rifle Association 
of Amecica, held in the armory of the 7ist N.Y., on 
Jan. 9, resulted in the old administration, which has so 
successfully managed the affairs of the association, pass- 
ing out of control, and a new body gaining office. Gen. 
liird W. Spencer, for many years president, after a unani- 
mous re-election, resigned. The resignation was accepted 
and a new election for president was held. There were 
two candidates, Gen. James A. Drain, formerly of the 
State of Washington, but now of New York, and Gen. 
George H. Harries, of Washington, D.C. General Drain 
Was elected, the vote being 18 to 9. General Harries was 
nominated for vice-president but declined. Other officers 
elected were: Vice-presidents, Gen. A. B. Critchfield, 
Ohio; Gen. Lawrason Riggs, Maryland, and J, A. Haskell, 


New York; treasurer, Major Ernest Isbell, of Connecti- 
cut; executive committee, Lieut. Col. Thomas Talbot, 
Massachusetts; Col. J. Van Holt Nash, Georgia, and Col. 
Frank Vetterson, Fennsylvania; secretary, Lieut. A, S. 
Jones. Lieut. R. H. Sayre, after being re-elected treas- 
urer, resigned. A yote of thanks was tendered to General 
Spencer for his successful work as a president for so 
many years. Immediately after the new régime obtained 
control they started to inaugurate innovations. A _ reso- 
lution was introduced calling for a reincorporation. Gen- 
eral Wingate suggested that changes in the by-laws would 
be a better way to accomplish the purposes desired. The 
matter was then dropped. Another match for the Palma 
trophy wil] likely be held in Ottawa, Canada, between 
teams ef the United States, England and Canada. The 
management of the event will rest with the Executive 
Committee, instead cf a special committee, as the retiring 
administration desired.

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“The Officers’ Manual for the Use of Subalterns,” by 
Capt. James A. Moss, 24th U.S. Inf., mention of which 
has already been made in these columns, is a work that 
should be a veritable vade mecum with those young gen- 
tlemen for whom it is specially designed. We know of 
no other single volume which contains so large a fund of 
admirably classified information of daily practical value to 
the young officer just commissioned as Captain Moss has 
assembled within the covers of this interesting book. The 
things which the subaltern should do as well as the things 
he should not do are here set down in plain and simple 
terms, and by studying them the most inexperienced new- 
comer in the Service will find his path made clear and 
easy. Captain Moss explains that the preparation of this 
volume was suggested by the recollection of his own ex- 
perience as a subaltern, and this accounts for the thor- 
oughness, conciseness and sympathetic spirit which char- 
acterize his work from beginning to end. There is hard- 
ly a question or a situation that might occur to a young 
officer for which there is not a direct, lucid solution in 
this modest little book, and the contents are so perfectly 
arranged and indexed that the information desired can be 
obtained almost instantly. Moreover there is a wealth of 
information in the work that will command the interest 
of the civilian reader who wants to know about Army or- 
ganization, administration, usage and the customs of the 
Service. The work is dedicated ‘‘to the subalterns of the 
Army, who some day will be our colonels and generals,” 
and who, we have no doubt, will acknowledge that in this 
publication Captain Moss has done them an exceedingly 
helpful service in the formative period of their careers. 
The volume costs $1.50 and is on sale at the Post Ex- 
change, West Point, N.Y. 








P.A. Paymr. Jere Maupin, of the Navy, was tried by 
court-martial in November at the naval station, Cavite, 
P.I., on charges alleging scandalous conduct tending to 
the destruction of good morals and conduct unbecoming 
an officer and a gentleman. The specifications averred 


that the accused was guilty of the use of insulting and 
vile language toward Capt. Henry S. Hathaway, of the 
Signal Corps of the Army, in the presence of ladies, in a 
public place and while in uniform and that he was also 
guilty of disorderly conduct in a publie place. The court 
found the specifications proved and the accused guilty of 
the charges. He was sentenced “to lose ten numbers, to 
be reduced if necessary to the bottom of the list of passed 
assistant paymasters, with rank of lieutenant, and to re- 
main there until he shall have jost the required total of 
ten numbers and to be publicly reprimanded by the com- 
mander-in-chief, United States Asiatic Station.” Rear 
Admiral Willard H. Brownson, commanding the Asiatic 
Fleet, approved the proceedings and findings of the court, 
and the sentence is also approved, “in order that the ac- 
cused may not escape punishment.” Rear Admiral in re- 
viewing the case said: “It is regretted that a majority 
of the court, consisting of officers of standing in the Ser- 
vice, should have taken so light a view of the gravity of 
the offense as indicated by the sentence. The promulga- 
tion of these findings and sentence will be regarded as 
constituting in itself a public reprimand as required by 
the sentence of the court. The fact that any officer of the 
U.S. naval Service can be convicted by a general court- 
martial of conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man constitutes in itself a reprimand, to which the com- 
mander-in-chief can add no force by any further expres- 
sion of his own.”

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Pvt. Walter Jones, Troop D, 5th Cav., tried by a 
G.C.-M. at Fort Huachuca, Ariz., and found not guilty 
of desertion, but guilty of absence without leave, was 
sentenced “to be confined at hard labor under charge 
of the post guard for one month, and to reimburse the 
United States for the cost of apprehension and delivery 
incidental to his absenting himself from his troop.’’ Brig. 
Gen. Constant Williams, U.S.A., commanding the Depart- 
ment of the Colorado, in reviewing the proceedings of the 
above case, says: “So much of the foregoing sentence as 
directs that the accused shall ‘reimburse the United States 
for the cost of apprehension and delivery incidental to 
his absenting himself from his troop,’ is too vague and 
indefinite for approval or execution. ‘A court-martial im 
forfeiting pay by sentence should so fix the amount to 
be forfeited that the same will clearly and unmistakably 
appear from the sentence itself without a reference to any 
order or other source of information being necessary.’ 
Davis Military Law. page 177. In this case the court 
should have ascertained the exact amount paid for the 
apprehension and delivery of the accused and sentenced : 
that such sum be stopped against the soldier’s pay in ac- 
cordance with Army Regulations 126. This part of the 
sentence is accordingly disapproved. The sentence of con- 
finement is approved and will be duly executed at the 
station of the prisoner’s troop.”

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Orders were issued by the War Department on Jan. 10 
to Brigadier General McCaskey, commanding the Depart- 
ment of Texas, for Major Penrose, who commands at 
Fort Reno, Okla., to arrange for the court-martial of 
Corp]. Edward L. Knowles, Co. A, 25th Inf., on the 
charge of assault with intent to kill Capt. Edgar A. 
Macklin, Co. D, 25th Inf., at Fort Reno, on Dec. 21. 
Corporal Knowles was arrested on Jan. 6 on the charge 
of having shot Captain Macklin. It is said that the prin- 
cipal evidence against him is a blood-stained khaki blouse, 
bearing his initials, which was found hidden on the tar- 
get range near the post. It also developed that the man 
had a bullet wound in one of his arms which he had been 
secretly treating and which, it is believed; he obtained at 
the time Captain Macklin was shot when the officer and 
his assailant engaged in a hand to hand fight. It appears 





that the civil authorities took cognizance of the case of 
Corporal Knowles and he was bound over to await the 
action of the Grand Jury of the county. The criminal 
code of Oklahoma, however, does not cover cases of “as- 
sault with intent to kill,” and the authorities at the War 
Department decided therefore to proceed with the trial of 
the man before a military court without awaiting further 
action by the civil authorities. 


Major General Bell, Chief of Staff of the Army, has 
recommended to the Secretary of War that the explana- 
tion of Capt. Carl Reichmann, 17th Inf., of the letter 
recently written by him to a friend in New York in 
which he argued that he had not been appointed to the 
Army General Staff because of his German birth, be 
accepted as satisfactory and that the matter be dropped 
and as we have suggested would be the case. As we 
have already stated, in his letter of explanation Captain 
Reichmann said that he had no idea his letter would be 
pablished, and made other remarks relative to the matter 
which for purposes of general policy will probably not 
be published. This is a very sensible conclusion of a 
matter, the importance of which has been unduly exag- 
gerated by the attempt of newspapers to make such use 
of a private letter as to make it appear that the Govern- 
men was discriminating against citizens of German birth.

LL, 8th Inf., for a medal of honor and a commission in 
the Philippines for conspicuous gallantry in an engage- 
ment with the Pulajanes, of the Island of Leyte, on 
May 12, 1906. Capt. Samuel V. Ham has also been 
recommended for promotion to the rank of brevet major 
for gallantry in the same action. Corporal Weld, while 
severely wounded, held an overwhelming force of Pula- 
janes off with a bayonet and gun butt and at the same 
time rescued two wounded comrades.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Lieut. Col. Charles L. Hodges, 23d Inf., promoted colo- 
nel on Jan. 1, vice Borden, retired, was born in Rhode 
Island March 13, 1847, and served through the Civil War 
as private, corporal, sergeant and sergeant major in the 
65th N.Y. Volunteers from Aug. 20, 1861, to July 17, 
1865. He joined the Regular Service as a private in the 
18th Infantry, Nov. 17, 1869, and served therein until 
1875, rising to the rank of sergeant major. He was ap- 
pointed second lieutenant, 25th Infantry, Jan. 20, 1875; 
was promoted first lieutenant June 1, 1880, and captain, 
Noy. 1, 1891. His promotion to major on July 15, 1900, 
carried him to the 17th Infantry. He was transferred to 
the 23d Infantry Aug. 28, 1901, and was promoted lieu- 
tenant colonel Aug. 12, 1903. His promotion is due to 
the recent retirement of Col. G. P. Borden, 24th Inf., 
with the rank of brigadier general, and he will succeed 
to the command of that regiment. 

Col, William. R. Livermore, C.E., U.S.A., who was 
placed on the retired list Jan. 11, on account of the age 
limit, was graduated from West Point June 23, 1865, and 
commissioned a first lieutenant in the Corps of Engineers. 
His first duty was as assistant engineer in the construc- 
tion of Fort Taylor, Key West, Fla., where he served 
from Noy. 27, 1865, to June 30, 1866. He next went to 
Willet’s Point, N.Y., for duty, after which he was again 
at Fort Taylor for duty in the work of construction there 
until July, 1868. Among other important duties he was 
on the Geodetic Survey of the Northern Lakes from Sept. 
24, 1869, to May 26, 1874. He served as chief engineer 
of the Department of Texas; was in charge of the pro- 
tection of the River Bank at Fort Brown; was a member 
of the boundary commission to mark the line between In- 
dian Territory and Texas and was in charge of the im- 
provement of the Missouri River from its mouth to Sioux 
City, la. He was in charge of works of defense, harbor 
and river. improvements, surveys, removal of wrecks, 
bridge pretection, etc., in Rhode Island and southeastern 
Massachusetts, and was a member of various Engineer 
hoards. From April 1, 1887, to Dec. 7, 1891, he was in 
charge of fortifications and river and harbor works in 
southeastern Massachusetts and Rhode Island. He was 
chief engineer of the 7th Army Corps from June 3, 1898, 
te March 10, 1899, and was also military attaché to the 
U.S. Legations at Copenhagen, Denmark and Stockholm, 
Sweden. He reached the grade of captain Jan. 22, 1870; 
major, March 12, 1884; lieutenant colonel, July 5, 1898, 
and colonel, April 23, 1904. His last assignment was in 
charge of important improvements of rivers and channels, 
ete., in New Jersey and New York, in the vicinity of the 
upper and lower bays of New York. 

Col. Edward S. Godfrey, 9th U.S. Cav., nominated on 
Jan. 8 to be-a brigadier general, vice Bell appointed ma- 
jor general, is an officer of distinguished service, and holds 
a medal of honor for most distinguished gallantry in ac- 
tion against hostile Nez Percé Indians at Bear Paw Moun- 
tain, Mont., Sept. 30, 1877, in leading his command in 
the action, where he was severely wounded. He was 
graduated fron the U.S. Military Academy in the class 
of 1867, being commissioned second lieutenant and as- 
signed to the 7th Cavalry. Before becoming a cadet he 
enlisted as a private in the 21st Ohio Volunteers for three 
months in 1861. His first post of duty was out on the 
frontier at Fort Larned, Kans. Among other duties, he 
was scouting in the Kansas and Indian Territory and 
seryed at various posts on the frontier. He took part in 
the Yellowstone Expedition in 1873, the Black Hills Ex- 
pedition in 1874, and the Sioux Expedition from May 
17 to Sept. 16, 1876. He took part in the Nezperce Ex- 
pedition from May 1 to Sept. 30, 1877, being engaged at 
the action at Snake River, Mont., where he was wounded. 
He was at the Military Academy as an instructor of Cav- 
alry tactics from August, 1879, to August, 1883, and was 
on frontier duty at Fort Yates from Sept. 30, 1885, to 
Gct. 18, 1886. At his request he was relieved as a mem- 
ber of the tactical board in 1890 in order to join his regi- 
ment in the field at Pine Ridge, S. Dak., and he was in 
the action at Wounded Knee, S. Dak., and at Drexel Mis- 
sion, S. Dak., against Sioux Indians, in December, 1890. 
In returning from field service with his regiment he was 
injured in a railroad wreck in 1891, which necessitated 
his going on sick leave for some months after being in the 
hospital at Fort Riley. He has served as a member of 
the board for revising the manual of guard duty and also 
as a member of the board for revising the Cavalry Drili 
Regulations. He was commended for special efficiency by 
the Inspector General in 1894, and was a member of the 
hoard on emergency rations in 1895. Subsequently he 
has served at various posts of duty, including Cuba and 
the Philippines. He was brevetted major Feb. 27, 1890, 
for gallant services in action against Indians at Bear 
Yaw Mountain, Mont. He was commissioned first lieu- 
tenant, 7th Cavalry, Feb. 1, 1868; captain, 7th Cavalry, 
Dec. 9, 1876; major, 1st Cavalry, Dec. 8, 1896; was 
transferred to the 7th Cavalry, Jan. 7, 1897; was pro- 
moted lieutenant colonel, 12th Cavalry, Feb. 2, 1901, and 
colonel of the 9th Cavalry, June 20, 1901. 

Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., appointed major 
general vice Lee, retired, was born in Kentucky Jan. 9, 
1856, and although one of the youngest general officers of 
the Army, he is one of the brightest and most energetic. 
liis work in. the Philippines under General Chaffee won 
him the highest praise, and he was indefatigable in those 
duties and in all others he has undertaken. For most 
distinguished gallantry in action, Sept. 9, 1889, near Po- 
rac, Luzon, P.1., he was awarded a medal of honor by 
Congress. He was.at that time colonel of the 36th U.S. 
Volunteers, and while in advance of his regiment, charged 
seven insurgents with his pistol, compelling the surrender 
of the captain and two privates, under a close and hot 
fire from the remaining insurgents concealed in a bamboo 
thicket. General Bell was graduated from West Point in 
the class of 1878, as an additional second lieutenant, and 
assigned to the 9th Cavalry. Fourteen days later he was 
commissioned a second lieutenant and, after his gradua- 
tion leave, was ordered to frontier duty at Fort Lincoln, 
Dakota, where he served until the latter part of 1882. 
Part of the time he was guarding the construction of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad. Other subsequent duties 
included frontier duty at Fort Riley, Kan., and as Pro- 
fessor of Military Science and Tactics at Southern Illinois 
University. He was secretary of the Cavalry and Light 
Artillery School in 1893 and 1894; aide-de-camp to Gen- 
eral Forsyth from Dec. 7, 1894, to May 12, 1897; judge 
advocate, Department of Columbia, early in 1898, and 
was appointed major and engineer officer of U.S. Volun- 
teers, May 17 of the latter year. He was appointed 
chief of the military information office, Department of the 
Pacific, and. sailed for Manila June 15, 1898, and par- 
ticipated in the attack on that place Aug. 1 to 13, 1898. 
He reached the grade of captain, 7th Cavalry, March 2, 
1899, and was appointed major and assistant adjutant 

general, U.S. Volunteers, April 17, 1899. He was ap- 









pointed colonel, 36th U.S. Volunteers, July 5, 1899, and 
brigadier general of volunteers, Dec. 5, 1899. He was 
assigned to command the 4th Brigade, 2d Div., Depart- 
ment of the Facific, July 7, 1900. In recognition ef 
his services in the Philippines he was appointed brigadier 
general, U.S.A., Feb. 19, 1901. He was on duty in 
charge of the General Staff College at Fort Leavenworth, 
and was later appointed Chief of the General Staff of the 
Army. His last assignment previous to his new appoint- 
ment was in command of the Army of Cuban Pacification, 
which he relinquished to Gen. T. J. Wint on Jan. 1. 

Capt. Robert E. L. Spence, 11th U.S. Inf., retired on 
Jan. 9 for disability incident to the Service, was born in 
Georgia July 27, 1868, and is a graduate of the U.S. 
Military Academy, class of 1893, at which time he was 
commisisoned second lieutenant, and assigned to the 16th 
Infantry. He was promoted first lieutenant, 16th Infan- 
try, April 26, 1898, and took part in the campaign against 
Santiago de Cuba, and was wounded in the battle of San 
Juan, July 1, 1898. After a sick leave he was appointed 
major in the 3d Georgia Volunteers in August, 1898, and 
two months later lieutenant colonel, serving at Puerto 
Principe, Cuba, to March, 1899. He was honorably mus- 
tered out of the Volunteer service April 22, 1899. He 
was appointed major in the 32d U.S. Voiunteers July 
5, 1899, and served with that command in the Philip- 
pines from September, 1809, until honorably mustered out 
in May, 1901. In February, 1901, he was promoted to 
captain, 30th Infantry, and was transferred to the 11th 
Infantry, Sept. 5, 19083. Ie would not have retired for 
age until July 27, 1932.

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IN MEMORY OF GENERAL BARRIGER. 


At a stated meeting of the Executive Council of the 
Military Service Institution of the United States, at 
Governors Island, N.Y., Jan. 9, 1907, resolutions were 
passed in memory of the late Brig. Gen. John Walker 
Barriger, U.S.A., and it was directed that they be placed 
upon the minutes. After a brief summary of General 
Barriger’s military service, of which we have already 
given an account, these resolutions say: “Resolved, that 
the secretary shall cause a certified copy of this minute 
and these resolutions, suitably engrossed, to be furnished 
to the family of the deceased and published in the 
JOURNAL.” Continuing, the minute says: 

Of General Barriger’s life at the Military Academy a class- 
mate writes: 

His qualities of head and heart were such as to soon win the 
respect and esteem of his classmates, which the lapse of years 
never lessened. While always affable and courteous, he was 
as a cadet serious, thoughtful, studious and very conscientious 
in the performance of any duty. He was soon recognized by us 
as a strong man mentally, morally and physically; a man of 
keen perception of right and wrong, who thought and decided 
for himself; one who would not vacillate when once he had 
decided upon the proper course. He was clear-headed and 
just, and when differences of opinion among us came up, they 
were often settled, I remember, by referring them to Barriger. 
His strong characteristics recognized by us at the Academy 
were exhibited throughout his long career in the Army. His 
life-long patriotism. and devotion to his profession are well 
known, but we only, who knew him intimately, know of the 
wonderful purity of his life and his noble nature. 

As one of the resident vice-presidents of this institution 
(for the last six years), and chairman, respectively, of the 
Committees on Finance and Publication, General Barriger was 
zealous and painstaking; at the monthly audit personally veri- 
fying each item of expenditure, and reading carefully all 
manuscripts submitted for publication in the journal. His as- 
sociates on those committees greatly relied upon his experience, 
prudence and sound judgment, and deeply feel the loss of his 
counsel and influence in that work. He might differ in opinion, 
but he always respected those who were outspoken and fearless 








in giving credit where, in their view, credit was due. Ile 
was a patriotic man—a simple-minded believer in obedience 
to the constituted authorities; a man strong in his friend- 
ships, but determined in his opposition to that which he be 
lieved to be unworthy or unjust. 

Since his retirement from active service this typical officer 
and gentleman of the Old School pursued the even tenor of his 
way in private life, while taking a keen interest in current 
events. He was a great pedestrian, carrying his seventy,five 
years lightly, with an erect and soldierly bearing. 

The manner of his death (Dec. 31, 1906, from heart disease ) 
emphasized two characteristics of the man—his methodical an 
regular habits and his modest and undemonstrative nature 
On the last day of the month and of the year, while sitting 
in the waiting-room of the railway station at Asbury Park, N.J., 
and about to make his customary periodical visit to the city, 
the summons came and found him ready; without a murmur 
or a noticeable movement the veteran passed away. Genera! 
Barriger is survived by his widow, a daughter and a son 
Lieut. William Barriger, 15th U.S. Cav. In accordance with 
his expressed wish, his remains were interred at Arlington, 01 
Thursday, Jan. 3, 1907, with the military honors prescribed 
for a general officer.

Capt. Philip J. Ganzert, Co. E, 1st Regiment, O.N.G., 
who died Jan. 3 at the Deaconess Hospital, Cincinnati, 
©., spent a portion of his youth on the Mexican frontier, 
where he served as a private in the 7th U.S. Cavalry. He 
o}|so traveled as a soldier of fortune through the Spanish- 
American countries and later became a sailor on a U.S. 
coast survey ship. During the Spanish War he organized 
and became captain of the Cincinnati Cavalry Troop, but 
did not sueceed in getting to the front. 

Kieferring to the death of Lieut. Col. George W. H. 
Stouch, U.S.A., retired, on Nov. 11 last, which we noted 
in our issue of Nov. 17, a correspondent in the American 
Anthropologist says in part: “The passing away of Colo- 
ne! Stouch loosens another of the few remaining links 
which bind the present to the past of the great Western 
I’lains. Elis personal acquaintance included Col. Willian 
Pent, of Bent’s Fort; J. S. Smith, the old-time Cheyenne 
trader; Lone Wolf, Little Raven, Roman Nose, Dull 
Knife, and a score of other famous chiefs and frontiers- 
men of forty years ago. He commanded a company of 
Regulars at the great treaty of Medicine Lodge in 1867, 
the first treaty by which the wild Cheyenne, Kiowa, Ara- 
paho, and Comanche recognized the power of the U.S. 
Government and consented to come upon reservations. 
This was perhaps the largest Indian gathering in the his- 
tory of the Plains, there being about 5,000 Indians in at- 
tendanee, besides some 600 whites, including commission- 
ers, military and civilians. The Colonel’s description of 
the defiant entry of the Cheyenne on this occasion was 
graphie—charging down in military order, every man 
mounted, painted, and stripped to the G-string, swinging 
his rifle above his head, with a belt of cartridges around 
his naked waist and another wrapped in bracelet fash- 
ion around his arm. Before a year had passed the Colo- 
nel’s command was fighting these same Cheyenne along 
the Kansas frontier. In all these dangers and alarms his 
young wife was always near his side. Incidental to this 
campaign was the heroic stand on Arickaree Fork by 
Colonel (General) Forsyth, who also has passed away: 
within a few weeks. fifty men against five hundred for a 
whole week until help arrived. In 1894-98 Colonel Stouch 
acted as agent for the Northern Cheyennes and Crows of 
Montana, On Dec. 15, 1898, he was put on the retired 
list for disability. From Jan. 1, 1900, until the begin- 
ning of his final illness in the summer of 1906 he served 
in the same capacity with the Southern Cheyenne and 





Arapaho in Oklahoma, being thus brought into daily . 


friendly contact with the chiefs and warriors whom he 
had formerly met in battle. His honorable record of for- 
ty-five years as a soldier is a matter of official history. 
In his dealings with Indians, both as military officer and 
as agent, he was sympathetic and firm in exactly the 
right proportion to command affection and respect. No 
man in the Service understood better the character and 
customs of the Indian, or could utilize this knowledge 
to better advantage to produce results. As a man he was 
consistent and upright, conscientious and exact, kindly 
and helpful, in all relations of life. He is survived by 
his widow, a son, and a daughter, Mrs. McRae, wife of 
Capt. James H. McRae, General Staff.” 

Lieut. Thomas Lewis Feamster, formerly of the Con- 
federate service, and father of Lieut. Claude N. Feam- 
ster, U.S.A., died at Greenbrier, W. Va., Dec. 31. On 
Sunday, Dee. 16, he suffered a stroke of paralysis just 
as he was starting for church. From this he never recov- 
ered but continually grew weaker until the end came. 
With him, after he was stricken, were his sons, William 
Cary and Roy K., and his daughter, Miss Daisy, from 
Salisbury, N.C.; his sons, Lieut. Claude Feamster, U.S. 
A., and O. Turk, of St. Louis, and his daughters, Miss 
Ophelia, from Richmond, Va., and Miss Zoe L., who has 
been at home with her parents. The funeral service was 
held at the Presbyterian church Jan. 1, conducted by Rev. 
Fugene Daniel and C. S. Stanton, after which the re- 
mains were consigned to earth in the town cemetery. Act- 
ing as honorary pallbearers were a number of his old Con- 
federate comrades. A correspondent writes: ‘The de- 
ceased bore a conspicuous and honorable part among the 
brave men who went out from Greenbrier to fight for a 
cause they all held dear and believed to be just. As a 
citizen Mr, Feamster took an active interest in public af- 
fairs. He read much and was fond of discussing public 
questions, As a neighbor he was kind and obliging and 
is i husband and father tender and affectionate.

His 
speech, however earnest, like his temper, was ever mild 
and moderate. None know him but to respect and ad- 
mire him. ‘Those within the circle of his intimate friends, 
a large one of many varying personalities, are all at one 
in the appreciation of his innate refinement, his generous, 
manly attributes, and his delicate consideration for others. 
Ilis manners were open, courteous and even courtly. Hos- 
pitality was one of his constant enjoyments. An ideal 
host, he was far and wide a coveted guest. He was an 
ardent lover of nature, and incidentally of field sports. 
True to the ethics of a sportsman, he invariably ob- 
served their limitations and restrictions. It was upon 
an inviting shooting trip to the South in genial company 
thit he passed from sleep at early dawn to death— 
wrought, as fondly believed, unconsciously. He was call- 
ed to many positions of honor and trust, all of which he 
occupied with marked efficiency and fidelity. Most of 
these were within the sphere of altruistic work, and of 
the higher duties of the citizen.

ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The House of Representatives after a debate extending 
over Wednesday and part of Thursday finally passed the 
Army Appropriation bill, H.R. 23551, introduced by Mr. 
Hull from the Committee on Military Affairs. The esti- 
mates were $79,301,303.82; as reported the bill carried 
$73,339,639.65. There were amendments which will some 
what reduce this. 

Under the head of “Pay of Officers of the Line” is th 
following : 

Provided, That when the office of lieutenant general shall be 
come vacant it shall not thereafter be filled, but said office shal! 
cease and determine: Provided further, That nothing in this 
provision shall affect the retired list. 

This is intended to abolish the grade of lieutenant gen 
eral of the Army on the active list when the same lx 
comes vacant. The proviso was first stricken out on point 
of order, but the House was so nearly unanimous in favo: 
of it that Mr. Dalzell presented a resolution from the 
Committee on Rules making the amendment in order. 
This was adopted without debate and the proviso abol- 
ishing the office of lieutenant general was restored to the 
bill by a unanimous rising vote. 

The following amendment offered by Mr. Slayden was 
adopted: “Provided, That hereafter recruit and prison 
companies shal] have non-commissioned officers, artificers, 
and cooks of the numbers and grades allowed by law for 
companies of infantry.” 

Mr. Hull, chairman of the Military Committee, who 
had charge of the bill, offered the following amendment 
which was ruled out on a point of order: : 

Provided, That of the receipts of the . Washington, Alaska 
military cable and telegraph system that have been covered into 
the Treasury of the United States the sum of $190,000 be, and 
the same is hereby, made available for defraying the cost of such 
extensions and betterments of the system as may be approved by 
the Secretary of War, the extent of such extensions and the 
cost thereof to be reported to Congress by the Secretary of War: 
Provided further, That hereafter detailed estimates shall be sub- 
mitted to Congress for any further extension of the cable or 
telegraph lines in the Territory of Alaska. 

Under “pay to clerks, messengers and laborers at heaid- 
quarters of divisions, and departments and office of tlie 
chief of staff,” is the following : 

Provided further, That Sec. 169 of the Revised Statutes, of 
1878 be amended to read as follows: 

‘*Sec. 169. That each head of a department or independent 
bureau or officer of the Army in command at any Army head- 
quarters or post or the office of the Chief of Staff is authorized 
to employ in his department or bureau, or in any brancli or 
division thereof or at such Army headquarters or post in the 
office of the Chief, of Staff, wheresoever located, such number of 
clerks of the several classes recognized by law, and such mes- 
sengers, assistant messengers, copyists, watchmen, laborers, «nd 
other employees at such rates of compensation, respectively, as 
may be appropriated for by Congress from year to year.” 

The law as it now stands reads as follows: 

Sec. 169. Each head of a department is authorized to employ 
in his department such number of clerks of the several classes 
recognized by law, and such messengers, assistant messenyers, 
copyists, watchmen, laborers, and other employees, and at such 
rate of compensation, respectively, as may be appropriated for 
by Congress from year to year. 

This proposed change permits each head of an inde- 
pendent bureau or officer of the Army in commend at any 
Army headquarters or. post or the Office of the Chie! of 
Staff to employ clerks and employees appropriated for by 
Congress. This has heretofore been done, but-some «\.cs 
tion has been raised as to the authority of Congress to 
appropriate for them under existing law, in the Regular 
Army Appropriation bill. 

Mr. Tawney made a point of order against this pro 
viso. Mr. Hull explained that it was inserted on the 
credit of the Committee on the Judiciary and went wuch 
further than was intended. So the point of order was 
sustained. and the proviso stricken out. The chief objec 
tors were Mr. Tawney and Mr. Mann and much of the 
time of the debate was occupied in enlightening their ig- 
norance of the details of Army administration. Mr, Mann 
raised the point of order against the appropriation for 
the salary of the Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, 
but finally withdrew it, saying: “If this is the provision 
for Brigadier General Edwards, my only regret is that 
the amount is not larger, as he is one of the men who 
earns a great deal more than he gets.” 

An amendment was adopted authorizing the payment 
of $2,837.24 for the damage done during the maneuvers 
at West Point, Ky., in the year 1903. 

Under Subsistence Department is the following : 

Provided, That hereafter the emergency ration prescribed {or 
use on emergent occasions shall, when issued, be furnished ' 
addition to the regular ration, under such regulations as ™‘\Y 
be prescribed by the Secretary of ‘War. : 

General Sharpe, Commissary General, in his hearins 
before the committee gave full explanation as to nece~ 
sity for this. Under the same heading is the followin’: 

Provided further, That hereafter the Secretary of War "2 
cause to be sold at public sale, in Cuba or the Philipvire slr” 
under regulations to be prescri by him, such 
stores in good ‘condition, intended‘ for issue or for +#!<* 
eers and enlisted men, as may from time to time °°" 
any subsistence depot, military post, or in the fteld; 
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amounts required for use and whieh can not, with economy 
and advantage, be shipped ‘to other subsistence depots, posts, or 
places. for military -use; the p to be i di vt ly available 
for general disbursement, under the appropriation for spb- 
sistence of the Army current at the time of sale for any of 
the objects contemplated by that appropriation. 

This provision was put in the bill at. the earnest re- 
quest of the Commissary General of Subsistence, but Mr. 
(awney .raised the point of order against it and it was 
stricken out. Under “Incidental Expenses of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department” is the following: 

Provided, That hereafter no part of the moneys appropriated 
for use of the Quartermaster’s Department shall be used in 
payment of extra-duty pay for the Army. service men in the 
\juartermaster’s Department at West Point. 


This proviso was inserted in the bill at the earnest re- 
uest of the Quartermaster General. Under “Barracks 
ond Quarters” in the bill as passed is the following : 

Provided further, That Sec. 9 of an Act approved June 17, 
1878 (Twentieth Statutes at Large, Page 151), be, and the 
same is hereby, amended to read as follows: ‘“‘That at all posts 
end stations where there are public quarters belonging to the 

‘ited States officers may be furnished with quarters in kind 

such public quarters, and not elsewhere, by the Quarter- 
master’s Department, assigning to the officers of each grade, 

spectively, such number of rooms as is stated in the following 
table, naniely: Second lieutenants, two rooms; first lieutenants, 
three rooms; eaptains, four roéms; majors, five rooms; lieuten- 
aut colonels, six rooms; colonels, seven rooms; brigadier gen- 
erals, eight rooms; major generals, nine rooms; lieutenant 
general, ten rooms: Provided further, That at. places where 
{here are no public quarters commutation therefor may be paid 
by the Pay Department to the officer entitled to the same at 
a rate not exceeding $12 per month per room.’’ 

On this subject the Quartermaster General said: ‘This 
gives each officer of the Army above second lieutenant one 
additional room or commutation therefor, but does not 
change the price per room.” 

Under transportation of Army and its supplies: 

Hereafter estimates shall be submitted to the Congress of the 
United States covering transportation of the Army and its sup- 
plies in one estimate, and additional estimates shall be submitted 
covering other items heretofore carried in appropriation bills 
under the head of transportation of the Army and its supplies. 

rhe authorization of expenditures by the Quartermas- 
iev's Deparunent ‘for the instruction, operation and main- 
tenance of laundries at military posts in the United 
States and its island possessions,” was stricken out on a 
point of order raised by Mr. Fitzgerald, Mr. Hull making 
no objection. The following also went out on a point of 
order; urged by Mr. Tawney : 

“For barracks and quarters for troops of the seacoast 
Artillery, $1,500,000: Provided, That hereafter no part 
of the appropriations for barracks and quarters shall be 
expended at brigade posts unless by authority of Con- 
gress, and no part of this appropriation shall be expend- 
ed at posts proposed to be abandoned.” 

The following additional provisos other than the yearly 
ones appear in the bill: 

Provided further, That hereafter officers intrusted with the 
disbursement of funds for the subsistence of the Army are 
hereby authorized to keep, at their own risk, in their per- 
sonal possession for disbursfement, such restricted amounts 
of sabsistence funds for facilitating payments of small amounts 
to public creditors as shall from time to time be authorized 
by the Secretary of War. 

Provided, That the following sums may be used in the 
erection of modern sanitary hospitals at the posts named: 
$50,000 at Fort Douglas, Utah; $60,000 ‘at San Juan, Porto 
Rico; $45,000 at Fort Mackenzie, Wyo.; $35,000 at Whipple 
Barracks, Ariz.; $35,000 at Fort Riley, Kas. 

Medical and Hospital Department: For the purchase of 
medical and hospital supplies, including disinfectants for mili- 
tary posts, cainps, hospitals, hospital ships and transports, 
for expenses of medical supply depots, for medical care and 
treatment not otherwise provided for, including care and sub- 
sistence in private hospitals, of officers, enlisted men and 
civilian employees of the Army, of applicants for enlistment, 
and of prisoners of war and other persons in military custody 
or confinement, when entitled thereto by law, regulation or 
contract: Provided, That this shall not apply to officers and 
enlisted men who are treated in private hospitals or by 
civilian physicians while on furlough. 

Buildings, Engineer School, Washington, District of Colum- 
bia: For completion of two incomplete sets of non-commis- 
sioned officers’ quarters, $15,000; for construction of one new 
stable, $17,500. 

The balance under the appropriation for Field Artillery for 
organized militia for the fiscal years 1904 and 1905 will not 
be covered into the treasury at the end of the present. fiscal 
year, but remain for disbursement to meet outstanding obli- 
gations incurred under that appropriation. ; 

For range finders and other instruments for fire control in 
field batteries and the machinery necessary for their manu- 
facture at the arsenals, $30,000. 

Converting muzzle loading guns for saluting purposes : For 
converting muzzle loading field guns to breech loading guns 
for saluting purposes, and for necessary mounts for the same, 
$5,250. Hereafter the appropriations ‘‘Ordnance stores am- 
munition,’’ ‘‘Small arms target practice,’’ and ‘‘Ordnance 
stores and supplies’’ shall be available for two years to pro- 
cure the stores authorized by them.

Mr. Foraker included in his remarks a flam 
loyant account of the valiant captain, which appeared 
in the form of a special despatch to the Cincinnati En- 
quirer from Austin, Tex. In this we have a description 
of the “eold glitter of his steel-blue eyes when he refers 
to the Ohio Senator,” and an account of the men he has 
killed and the wounds he has received. We are told that 
“when Major .Blocksom suggested that Captain McDon- 
ald ‘would charge hell with one bucket of water,’ there 
is no doubt but he. meant just what he said. Major 
Blocksom had every’ reason to believe that Captain Mc- 
donald was: not afraid of a whole regiment of soldiers.” 
A description is given in the newspaper article of Captain 
McDonald’s yisit to Fort Brown, where he terrorized the 
whole body of negro soldiers. “Right there Captain Mc- 
Donald threw. it into the teeth of Major Penrose that he 
was an accessory to the crime. Major Blocksom heard it 
and there isn’t much wonder that he is of the opinion that 
Captain McDonald, of the Rangers of Texas, ‘would 
charge hell with one’ bucket’ of water.’” When McDon- 
ald found the officers at Fort Brown taking to the train 
some negroes he had arrested he said to the officers: 
“Take them negroes back to that fort and lock them up; 
they are my prisoners. I'll show you people some things. 
I know just where I am at in this matter, and if you 
people attempt to take those negroes another step toward 
that depot we’ll- get busy.” .The negroes were “righted 
about” and taken to the fort, and those that McDonald 
had warrants in his pocket for were locked up again.” 

















What would. have happened to the U.S, Army. had Cap- 
tain McDonald gotten busy issomething evidently ‘too 
dreadful for description. According to Major Blocksom’s 
deseription, and the newspaper account of his exploits, 
he is evidently “a most fearsome man.’’ Of him Senator 
Culberson said: “I know McDonald well. Plain and 
rough of manner and of speech, he is as honest and as 
truthful as he is fearless and brave. He is a worthy suc- 
cessor, Mr. President, in courage and devotion to duty 
of Hays and Ford and McCullough and McNally, who 
made the Texas Rangers famous in the frontier.”

CALLING MILITIA INTO U.S. SERVICE. 


F G.O. 3, JAN. 7, 1907, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

This order rescinds Article XLV. of the Army Regulations 
relating to the organized militia and substitutes new pro- 
visions. 

Under the new Article XLV., Par. 455 relates to the pro- 
visions of the constitution and laws which govern the calling 
of the militia into the Service of the United States, and Sec 
tions 5288, 5297, 5298 and 5299, of the Revised Statutes, are 
quoted, and also the Act of Jan. 21, 1903. 

The other paragraphs of the Army Regulations given in the 
order are as follows: : 

456. Whenever the militia is called into the Service of the 
United States the organized militia will be designated first, 
and in apportioning quotas according to representative popu- 
lation they will, to the extent practicable, be so adjusted as 
not to leave any State or Territory or the District of Columbia 
unprovided wih a reserve force sufficient to meet any emer 
gency then existing or imminent within such State or Terri 
tory or the District of Columbia. Except in cases where the 
organized militia has been called out by direct order of the 
President, requisition will be made by the War Department 
upon Governors of the States or Territories or the com- 
manding general of the militia of the District of Columbia, 
and the arm of the Service and the number of organizations 
thereof required will be stated in the requisitions. 

457. The President’s authority over the organized militia 
is derived from the Constitution and from the legislation of 
Congress in furtherance of its provisions and he can order it 
out in those cases which are specifically provided for in Para 
graph 455. The organized militia then becomes national in 
character and the President its commander-in-chief, 

The President is the exclusive judge of the existence of an 
emergency justifying the ordering out of the organized militia, 
and the measures necessary for giving effect to the order are 
executive acts which the Secretary of War may perform as 
the representative of the President. 

458. This paragraph fixes the minimum enlisted strength 
for each organization of the organized militia, which we omit. 

459. No organization will be accepted into the Service of 
the United States which, in the number of its officers and en 
listed men, is below the minimum prescribed by the President, 
or above the maximum strength fixed by law for such organiza- 
tion; and whenever any organization which is ordered out, or 
called upon, is below the minimum, it shall be immediately 
recruited to at least that standard before leaving its home sta- 
tion. 

460. From the day that any portion of the organized militia 
ordered into actual service of the United States appears at the 
place of company rendezvous, the men will be provided with 
the necessary clothing, equipment, armament, and ammuni- 
tion, subsisted and transported to the place of concentration, 
under the following plan: 

(a) Governors of States and Territories and the command 
ing general of the militia of the District of Columbia will he 
required to keep on hand, either at the various company ar 
mories or in suitable storehouses, a sufficient supply of arms, 
clothing, etc., to completely equip for the field the minimum 
number of men prescribed by the President for each organize 
tion, so that on being called into the Service any organization 
will be completely equipped from the stores on hand in the 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia without calling 
on the War Department for assistance; any organization which 
is below the minimum, and which is obliged to recruit to its 
proper standard, is thus enabled to immediately uniform, arm, 
and equip the recruits before proceeding to the place of con- 
centration where they will eventually be mustered into the 
Service of the United States. 

(b) The various locations of company rendezvous rendering 
it impossible to issue rations in kind economically, the com- 
manding officer of any portion of the organized militia called 
into the actual service of the United States will purchase 
cooked meals for his command while at the company rendez- 
vous, and thereafter until arrival at the State camp or other 
place of concentration where rations in kind are available for 
issue. An expense not exceeding sixty cents a man a day is 
authorized for such meals, except for the time consumed in 
traveling to the State camp or other place of concentration 
during which time not exceeding seventy-five cents a man a day 
is authorized. The purchase of cooked meals, as above, should 
be made after advertising, or, if conditions do not permit of 
advertising, in open market under Paragraph 549, the accoun's 
prepared on Form 7 of the Subsistence Department (‘lie 
voucher covering the travel period to show places betwe:a 
which, and dates when, travel was performed) certified by tc 
officer procuring the meals, and sent to the chief commissary 
of the department for payment. 

(c) When the organized militia is ordered into the Service 
of the United States, the quartermaster general of the State 
or Territory or of the militia of the District of Columbia, or an 
officer designated by the Governor or the commanding general 
of the militia of the District of Columbia, will arrange for the 
necessary transportation from the company rendezvous to the 
place of concentration. He will ascertain the number of offi- 
cers and men, the number of animals, and approximate weight 
of the property for which transportation will be required, and 
submit the data to competing lines of transportation with 4 
view to securing the best rates obtainable from starting points 
to the place of concentration. (Form of circular for this pur 
pose " given in Paragraph 693, Quartermaster’s Manual, 
1904. 

Blank forms of contracts, transportation requests, and bills 
of lading, to cover the cost of the movements, on which are 
printed full instructions, will be furnished “by the chief 
quartermaster of the Military Department in which the State 
= Territory or the District of Columbia is located, on applica- 
tion. 

All accounts for the transportation of the organized militia 
ordered out will be submitted by the carriers to the officer of 
the State or Territory or of the militia of the District of 
Columbia making the contract, who will examine them, and, if 
found correct, transmit them duly certified, together with the 
transportation requests, bills of lading, and contracts, to the 
chief quartermaster of the Military Department in which the 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia is located, for 
adjustment and settlement. 

Ammunition will be supplied under orders of the War 
Department upon arrival at place of concentration: 
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46014. To expedite the mobilization of the organized militia 
rdered into the Service of the United States, the War Depart- 
ment after consultation with the Governors or the commanding 
ceneral of the militia of. the District of Columbia will designate 
convenient places in the State or Territory or in the District of 
Columbia for assembling companies, batteries, ete., the United 
states Government meeting, as hereinbefore provided, all 
uthorized expenses incident to this preliminary concentration 
from the day the militia appear at their places of company 
endezvous. The organized militia called into the Service of the 
i'nited States will be mustered in at these designated places of 
concentration by officers of the Army detailed for. this purpose 
py the War Department. The extent of the physical examina- 
ton, upon said muster in, will be in accordance with the length 
and character of the service for which the organizations are 
called out and will be prescribed in orders from the War De- 
»artment: Provided, That in such States or Territories or the 
iistriet of Columbia as shall have adopted a standard of 
physical examination for enlistment and re-enlistment of the 
‘rganized militia approved by the Secretary of War, such 
;.ilitia shall be deemed under the law ‘‘fit for military service,’’ 
nd shall be duly mustered into the Service of the United 
States as such. Under these conditions, as soon as practicable 
e'ter such muster in, without interfering with the supreme 
daty of the militia, the defense of the country, and in such 

yanner as not to prevent their employment against an enemy, 

physical examination will be made by a medical officer of the 
y detailed for the purpose, who shall note all cases of 
efect and cause the same to be entered on the muster roll 
acainst the name of each individual, stating in each case 

hether the defect so noted existed prior to the muster in of 
the soldier. 

16014. It shall be the duty of every officer designated to 
,uster into the Service of the United States any of the militia 
of the several States or Territories or of the District of Colum- 
ia, to see that the muster rolls contain all information that 
might in any way affect pay or which it might be necessary 
t» consider in the settlement of claims for pensions. Blank 
forms and detailed instructions will be forwarded to muster- 

- officers by the War Department. 

‘pon the completion of the muster in of any organization, 
the mustering officer shall forward the rolls promptly to their 
proper destinations as given in his detailed instructions. 

161. In all cases payments to militia mustered into the 
service of the United States will be made in the same manner 
as to organizations of the Regular Army. 

i614. At the termination of the period for which the Presi- 
le called the militia forces into the Service of the United 
States, they shall be mustered out by an officer of the Army 
detailed for the purpose, at such rendezvous favorable to all 
interests concerned as may be directed by the War Depart- 
ment. The mustering officer will be provided by the War 
Department with blanks and detailed instructions. 

16114. To facilitate the settlement of claims that may be 
made for pensions on account of disability incurred in the 
military service, that is, to establish the 1ights of persons un- 
dev the pension laws, as well as to protect the interests of the 
United States, a thorough physical examination of all officers 
and enlisted men of the militia will be made immediately prior 
to their discharge or their muster out. 

162. Specific regulations for mustering the militia into the 
Service of the United States and for its muster out will be 
published by the War Department when the necessity arises. 

163. When any company, troop, battery, battalion, or regi- 
ment of the organized militia of any State or Territory or of 
the District of Columbia enlists in a body in the Volunteer 
Army, such organization loses its identity as a part of the 
organized militia, so far as the United States Government is 
concerned, changes its designation, and becomes a similar unit 
of the Volunteer Army. It shall comply with all the condi- 
tions and requirements prescribed for similar organizations of 
the Volunteer Army as to strength, medical examination, ete. If 
the President, under authority vested in him by law, has called 
forth any of the organized militia, no part of the organization 
so called forth is eligible for enlistment in the Volunteer 
Army, should one be raised, until properly mustered out of 
the Service of the United States.

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Col. William C. Gorgas, Med. Dept., U.S.A., Chief 
Sanitary Officer of the Panama Canal Zone, in his report 
for the month of October, 1906, which has just been pub- 
lished, makes a showing as to health conditions in the 
canal territory which is altogether remarkable. The max- 
imum death rate in the Canal Zone was reached in July 
of last year, when there were 422 deaths. The rate fell to 
350 deaths in September and to 302 in October, the de- 
crease being due almost entirely to the decrease in pneu- 
monia. Of the 5,500 white persons employed on the canal 
in October only two died from disease, and of the 19,000 
negroes employed eighty-six died from disease. Colonel 
Gorgas remarks: “Of our 6,000 Americans, including 
women and children, none died from disease. It is rather 
a remarkable fact that among these 6,000 Americans a 
death from disease has not occurred in the past three 
months. Take 6,000'people in New York city, selected at 
random, and estimating their death rate on what occurred 
in New York city last year, they would have had about

thirty deaths from disease. Of course this is more or less 
accidental, but I think it pretty good proof that the con- 
ditions are not so unfavorable to Americans when it is 
possible for a body of 6,000 people, including some 1,200 
women and children, to spend three months without a sin- 
gle death from disease. I do not by any means mean to ar- 
gue that because the death rate in New York city is about 
twenty per thousand that a man can only live fifty years 
in New York city, and that because the death rate for 
the same class of people on the canal, for three months, 
was none per thousand, that, therefore, if that same man 
moved to the Isthmus he would live forever. I do not ar- 
gue that in the Rio Grande reservoir we have found 
Ponce de Leon’s spring of perpetual life, but merely that 
Panama is not so bad a place, from a health point of 
view, as is generally believed.” 





In answer to President Roosevelt’s invitation to the 
Jamestown Exposition fourteen foreign countries have ac- 
cepted, and officials of the War Department are taking 
steps to arrange for the reception and entertainment of 
these forces. A military board has been appointed by the 
Secretary of War for the purpose of superintending the 
laying out of the camp and the allotment of space for 
the various organizations. The exposition officials have 
set aside thirty acres of land in a central location of the 
grounds for the daily drills and exhibition contests of the 
various organizations. The ground is to be known as 
“Lee’s Parade.”

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SECRETARY TAFT URGES ARTILLERY BILL. 


Secretary Taft gave an interesting and instructiv. 
talk on the Artillery bill when he appeared before the 
House Committee on Military Affairs on Jan. 8. Hi 
began by stating that he considered this bill the mos: 
important measure in the matter of legislation that th» 
Army has pending before Congress. He carefully ey- 
plained the bill in detail, saying in part: 

“It goes without saying that if we are going to spen| 
a great many millions of dollars—and we have already 
spent about seventy millions of dollars—to make our 
coast defenses what they ought to be—and they are noi 
yet what they ought to: be—we are very foolish not to 
get a force together which, in time of war, might be 
rapidly expanded into a force which would be able to 
make those coast defenses effective. The statement has 
been made that in order to man all the Coast Artillery 
with a full equipment—one shift, so to speak—requires 
something over 45,000 men, but, of course, that is not i 
fair statement; we do not need that force in time of 
peace. General Murray has proposed for adoption a 
system of concentration of posts with a view to the 
training of a smaller body of men to manage all the 
guns in the batteries surrounding that central post, and 
he is of opinion that there are a great many, or quite « 
large element in that 45,000 that could be improvised, so 
to speak; I mean haulers of ammunition and a great 
many men who do not do the electrical work and the 
work that calls for high skill. 

“The Field Artillery has-become more and more ini- 
portant in the make-up of an army. The experiences in 
the Russian-Japanese war, and the possibility of using 2 
regiment, or a brigade of artillery in such a way as tu 
have what they call indirect fire, making it very destruc- 
tive, and putting it in such a situation as to avoid at- 
tack—makes the development of that branch exceedingly 
important. We are now arranging the posts with a 
view to having the regiments of Artillery together, ani 
this bill provides for the regimental organization of Fiel: 
Artillery. It ought to be adopted because that is the 
modern and accepted method. It provides also for an 
increase of pay for some of the skilled enlisted men. The 
very great difficulty that we have in recruiting men 
for this service, and the promptness with which they 
leave the Service after a term, in order to receive $75 or 
$100 a month because of the training which they have 
received, indicates that the men make the positions more 
desirable, and that we should retain those who by our 
efforts have been made skilled for the purpose for which 
they were enlisted.” 

After devoting considerable time to discussion of the 
details of the bill, Representative Hull, chairman of thie 
Committee, said: 

“T suppose if I get an idea in my head it is a hard 
thing to get it out—I do not get enough of them to 
crowd each other out—but coming back to this matter of 
separation, the whole theory of our legislation since the 
Spanish War has been to make all of our officers of 
trained men as large a number as we could. The drill 
system was to give them training in different lines so 
that they would be valuable wherever you put them. "lie 
Coast and Field Artillery are separate services, although 
nearer alike than any other two services, and if you 
could separate a regimental organization—and you pric- 
tically have a regimental organization now—by making 
them by executive order, we should, I imagine, by a law, 
provide for at least six regiments of them. What I 
want to get at is why is not the Chief of Ordnance, who 
must have more general knowledge of field guns than 
Infantry or Cavalry generals, the best man to have 
charge of it all?’ 

Secretary Taft said: “Mr. Chairman, you do not 
transfer your premise. I should be inclined to question 
that policy. It’s true you do detail from the line, in ve 
staff corps, because an Artilleryman or an Infantrymin 
or a Cavalryman ought to know something about the 
Quartermaster General’s business, and possibly .some- 
thing about the Signal Corps, but it is not true that you 
transfer Infantrymen to Cavalrymen or detail them for 
that purpose, and when you consider the light Artillery 
as nothing but a branch of the mobile army—exactly 8s 
the Cavalry and Infantry are—then it seems to me that 
the principle that you suggest does not apply.” 

Chairman Hull, a little later in the discussion, sa) 
“My understanding is that the young active boys are a 
in favor of doing away with the regimental organization 
on the general theory that in the Field Artillery the pa 
fantryman should largely consist of active young fel 
lows, who, as they grow older, would be transferred. ; A 
man who gets old and fat does not care about ridins 
horses.” 

Leaving the Artillery bill, Secretary Taft took up the 
question of brigade posts.. Referring to an amendment 
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in the Military bill, which provides that there shall be no 


buildings put up at brigade posts without authority of 
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Congress, he called attention to the fact that there are 
no brigade posts now in this country, that no troops have 
been concentrated in brigades at posts and that there is, 
as a matter of fact, no law about a brigade post at all. 
In explaining why this provision was put in the Military 
bill, Chairman Hull said: “One reason why we have 
put this in is that we have had before this Committee 
repeatedly propositions for the purchase of land to create 
posts.- It is a question of legislation that does not belong 
to any appropration bill. This year in the estimates 
submitted upon the Sundry Civil bill there is an appro- 
priation for the purchase of land amounting to between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000. Of course, we are not going 
to let the Committee on Appropriations have that; we 
are going to retain jurisdiction of that because it proper- 
ly belongs to this committee. As to the question of 
where we want large posts, we have a law now that you 
cannot establish a new post except by authority of Con- 
gress. That was passed because the Department, under 
the former administration, went down into Chattanooga 
ind borrowed some money of a board there that had 
charge of a reservation consisting of forty thousand 
acres, and bought land and put up a post without any 
authority of Congress.” ' 

There was a good deal of discussion on this point, Sec- 
retary Taft contending that it was very injurious to re- 
strict the War Department in the expenditure of the 
harracks and quarters appropriation from putting up a 
building that may be needed because it is contemplated 
some time in the future to make it a brigade post. 








DEBATE ON THE ARMY BILL. 

We report on page 534 the passage of the Army 
Appropriation bill by the House on Jan. 9. We shall 
have to reserve until another week the report of the 
appropriations in detail, as the bill as finally passed, 
does not conform in all respects to the bill as reported. 
lt will be observed that the House agreed by a unani- 
mous vote to abolish the office of’ lieutenant general 
when it became vacant. Some of the changes made 
iu the bill on points of order were obviously the result of 
an ignorance which the chairman of the Military Com- 
mittee found it impossible to enlighten. The question 
of the canteen arose in the course of the discussion on 
the bill. Mr. Kahn stated that the evidence before the 
Military Committee showed that the abolition accounted 
in part for the difficulty in obtaining recruits, for deser- 
tion and for the soldiers’ rows of which so much is 
made. The value of militia maneuvers was another 
question under discussion. Mr. Hull explained that the 
delay in the payment of claims for damages was due in 
part to the expenditure of a million dollars on a dress 
parade at Manassas “that was of no benefit to the 
country.” He did not approve of having maneuvers 
every year. So small a number of militia regiments 
iook part last year, that, while the Regular Army was 
benefited, the militia gained but little. He thought the 
Regular Army should be taken to the States instead of 
irying to take the States to the Regular Army. The 
militia cannot afford to go to distant parts, even when 
their expenses are paid. “In my judgment, once in two 
vears is often enough to have these general maneu- 
vers. It costs directly about $2,000,000 a year, and may 
largely exceed that, counting all the expenses. I do not 
believe it benefits the militia as much as if the Govern- 
ment would appropriate and send a regiment of infantry, 
a squadron of cavalry, and two batteries of artillery to 
the State encampments, with a brigadier general in com- 
mand, to teach all that can be taught in time of peace of 
the methods of war. In that way all the militia would 
have the benefit from these maneuvers. In this way one 
regiment from each State has the benefit of the maneu- 
vers. I think no nation has its regular army all in ma- 
neuvers every year.” Mr. Hay, who was of the same 
opinion, urged that it was better to expend the money 
on teaching marksmanship. Mr. Parker defended the 
maneuvers. Mr. Grosvenor thought that the money 
spent upon the joint maneuvers was “absolutely thrown 
away.’ He cited the riot at Athens, Ohio, referred to 
in another article, to show that the Regulars and the 
militia ought not to be brought together. Mr. Hepburn 
also favored target practice in place of maneuvers. 

Mr. Hull, chairman of Military Committee, explaining 
the bill stated that the amount asked for was a little over 
$2,500,000 in excess of last bill, in spite of the utmost ef- 
furt to keep the appropriations down, and that a much 
larger inctease would be required in the near future. He 
dwelt especially upon needs of the Coast Artillery, saying : 
“This Congress either should increase the Artillery arm 
of the Service and increase the pay of the skilled men of 
the Coast Artillery, or it should refuse from now on to 
®ppropriate one dollar for coast defense. It is utterly fu- 
tile to erect expensive fortifications and let them decay 
without any use whatever, becoming utterly worthless 
when war shall come, because of the lack of care in time 
of peace.” In reply to Mr. Roberts, who endeavored to 
make the point that we could depend upon submarines, 
Mr. Hull said: “So far as the submarine boat is con- 
cerned, that is arn experiment yet. Let us hope that it 
will be another important arm of defense, but so far in 
no war has it demonstrated its usefulness. The mines 
have done so and the guns have done so, and the Coast 
Artillery now lay the mines.” 

In regard to the proposed increase of the allowance for 
quarters Mr. Hull said: “There is not a member of the 
House who does not know that there is not an officer 
stationed in cities like New York, Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco, Omaha, St. Louis, Washington, who is not com- 


pelled to pay more for a house for himself and family 
to live in than this increase we have given. It is vir- 
tually an increase of $12 a month to an officer on de- 
tached service where rooms can not be furnished by the 
Government.” 

He called attention to the following proviso in the bill 
which he said did not meet with the approval of the Sec- 
retary of War, who did not think it could accomplish the 
object inteaded: “Provided, That hereafter no part of 
the appropriation for barracks and quarters shall be ex- 
pended at brigade posts unless by authority of Congress, 
and no part of this appropriation shall be expended at 
posts proposed to be abandoned.” This proviso, it will 
be observed, went out on a point of order.

The Secretary of War, Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, 
Chief of Staff; brig. Gen. Thomas H. Barry, Assistant 
to the Chief of Staff, and Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, 
Chief of Artillery, appeared before the House Committee 
on Military Affairs this week for the purpose of explain- 
ing the necessity for the establishment of brigade posts 
throughout the country and to urge the committee to re- 
port favorably without loss of time the bill for the reor- 
ganization of the Artillery Corps. It is Secretary Taft’s 
desire that the actual work of mobilizing the troops sta-- 
tioned in this country in brigade camps be begun without 
loss of time. Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of Ar- 
tillery, has just had published, for the information of 
Congress, a “Statement in explanation of the provisions 
of the Artillery Bill.’”’ With regard to the separation of 
the Coast and Field Artillery, relative to which there has 
been considerable discussioa, both pro and con, Generai 
Murray says: “It is a sound military principle that only 
such arms of the Service as have a fighting or tactical re- 
lation with each other should be combined for organiza- 
tion purposes. The Coast Artillery, organized solely for 
the proper handling of the two correlative elements of 
harbor defense—heavy guns in fixed emplacements and 
submarine mines fixed in position in channels to be de- 
fended—constitutes in reality a passive defensive force 
which has no tactical relation whatever with the active 
forces of infantry, cavalry, or field artillery, the three 
fighting elements of a mobile army. In all mobile armies 
there is a definite ratio between the three fighting ele- 
ments whenever these are combined in organizations for 
tactical purposes, the size of the organization or of the 
mobile army determining the amount and organization of 
its field artillery. The coast artillery, constituting the 
defense of harbors against an enemy’s fleet, not only has 
no tactical relation with any of the fighting elements of 
a mobile army; but there is no definite ratio between the 
two fighting elements, heavy guns and mines. The num- 
ber and character of the guns and the number of mines 
vary with each harbor to be defended. ‘The combination 
of the Coast and Field Artillery into a corps as is now 
done is not only unsound as a military principle, but the 
frequent interchange of officers between these tactical un- 
related arms is considered to be clearly detrimental to the 
efficiency of both.” General Murray says that recent 
wars have shown the necessity of organizing field artillery 
into battalions and regiments for its efficient handling on 
the battlefield and for developing fully the terrific, de- 
structive and demoralizing effect of its fire on the enemy 
when thus organized and handled. In speaking of this 
matter the General Staff of the Army said in a recent re- 
port: “It may be said as a preliminary that a regimental 
organization is a necessity for the proper handling of 
Field Artillery—all the military nations of the world 
have such an organization, and the more the question is 
studied the greater wonder arises that the present lack of 
organization existing in the Field Artillery of the United 
States could have been advocated by any responsible per- 
son. It would be as conducive to the efficiency of our 
Cavalry arm to do away with al] organization higher than 
a troop, as the present legal system of independent bat- 
teries has been for the Field Artillery.” 
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Major Gen. Leonard Wood will relinquish the com- 
mand of the Philippines Division next summer and return 
to this country to take command, probably, of the Atlan- 
tic Division, or, if the divisions have then been abolished, 
the greatly enlarged Department of the East. He will be 
succeeded in command of the Philippines Division by Ma- 
jor Gen. John F. Weston. In accordance with the al- 
ready announced policy of the Secretary of War to abol- 
ish the “Division” as a geographical unit for purposes of 
Army administration, there is to be a general shifting 
around of the commands of general officers before many 
months. Should Lieut. Gen. Arthur MacArthur still de- 
sire to remain in command on the Pacific coast, General 
Wood will surely command on the Atlantic coast, but 
should General MacArthur have changed his mind and 
prefer to have his headquarters at Governors Island, N. 
Y., he will be assigned to the command of the Department 
of the Fast, after the reorganization, and General Wood 
given the Pacific coast assignment.

Orders will be issued by the War Department soon 
providing for the transfer of batteries of Artillery and 
companies of Engineers between this country and the 
Philippines and for the home coming of other batteries 
and companies. The battalion of Artillery, consisting 
of the 23d and 27th Batteries of Moutain Artillery, now 
stationed at Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., and the 24th Bat- 
tery of Field Artillery are slated for service in the P’hilip- 
pines this year. The 23d Battery of Mountain Artillery 
and the 24th Battery of Field Artillery will sail from 
San Francisco for Manila on Feb. 5 next. The 27th 





Battery of Mountain Artillery is orderéd to- proceed 
from Fort Ethan Allen to Vancouver Barracks, Wash., 
in time to sail from Seattle for Manila on May 5. It is 
the intention to change the station in this country.of the 
battalion of Mountain Artillery from Fort Ethan Allen 
to Vancouver Barracks. These three batteries will re- 
lieve in the Philippine Islands the 5th Battery of Field 
Artillery and the 26th and 28th Batteries of Mountain 
Artillery which are ordered home. The 5th Battery, 
after arrival, will be stationed at the Presidio of. San 
Francisco, and the 26th and 28th Mountain Batteries at 
Vancouver Barracks, Wash. The order also provides 
for the homecoming from the Philippines of Cos, A and 
B, Corps of Engrs., which will be relieved in the Philip- 
pines by Cos. C and D, Corps of Engrs., now stationed 
at San Francisco. The final date for the sailing of these 
companies for Manila has not yet been fixed. 

Few people realize the prominent part officers of, the 
Army are now taking in the Government of Cuba. Of 
course, in a general way the country knows that Cuba 1s 
under a provisional form of government which, in turn, 
is under supervision of the War Department; but the fact 
that officers of the United States Army are..practically 
filling the Cabinet positions in Cuba is not generally un- 
derstood. When the Palma Government resigned’ the 
heads of the various executive departments of the Cuban 
government also went out, but the assistants to those 
chiefs were held in office. An Army officer bas now been 
assigned to be ‘“‘adviser’’ to these assistant chiefs of the 
executive departments, but the term “adviser” is more for 
the purpose of preventing the sensitive feelings of the Cu- 
bans from being wounded than because it actually has 
any real significance. As a matter of fact, Major Edwin 
St. J. Greble, of the Field Artillery, is now performing 
the duties of the Secretary of the Interior of Cuba, and 
Major Herbert J. Slocum, 2d Cav., those of the Secretary 
of War; Col. Enoch H. Crowder, Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Department, is the Attorney General; Lieut. Col. 
William M. Black, Corps of Engineers, is in charge of 
Public Works, and Major Jefferson R. Kean, Army Medi- 
cal Department, is Chief of the Department of Sanita- 
tion. Under these efficient Army officers, who are again 
demonstrating the wonderful versatility of their profes- 
sion, Cuba is being given an excellent government un- 
questionably superior to what she had during the period 
ef the Republic, and superior to that of the ordinary 
State and city governments in the United States. 








The Secretary of War is disposed to hold officers of the 
Army to a strict accounting for publishing criticisms of 
other officers. Major John B. Bellinger, Q.M., U.S.A., 
stationed at San Francisco, has accordingly been asked to 
explain the recently published criticisms upon Brig. Gen. 
W. H. Carter, U.S.A., which were provoked by what Ma- 
jor Bellinger regarded as an unjust reflection upon the 
Quartermaster’s Department. Major Bellinger explains 
that what he said was not intended for publication. We 
hope that this will be found satisfactory, for we should 
dislike to see so excellent an officer; having a record with- 
out stain, held to too severe an accountability for an ex- 
pression of loyalty to his corps, even if that expression 
went beyond what the War Department considers allow- 
able.

It is probable that there will be a redivision of the 
work at the War Department to permit Major Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, to devote more of his time 
to general questions of military policy and less to the rou- 
tine, which will be turned over to Major Gen. F. C. 
Ainsworth, the Military Secretary. The most harmoni- 
ous relations exist between Generals Ainsworth and Bell 
and both are working in thorough accord for the better- 
ment of the Service and for the efficiency of the adminis- 
tration of the War Department. The Secretary of War 
will approve a new plan for the distribution of work be- 
tween these two officers as soon as they themselves have 
reached a decision relative to the matter. 
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Sensational] stories were published in the daily papers 
this week because the War Department ordered work 
stopped on the fortifications near New Orleans, Mobile 
and Pensacola. As a matter of fact, the Chief of .En- 
gineers decided that it would be safer and better to first 
obtain an appropriation from Congress to build a sea 
wall around the sites for these fortifications to. protect 
them against such floods as did them so much damage 
last summer. No other reason for the discontinuance 
of the work on these forts exists. 
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Among the more important features of the November- 
December number of the Journal of the United States 
Artillery are the following: “Limitations of the Diving 
Submarine,” by Robert G. Skerrett; “A Contribution to 
Interior Ballistics,” by Col. James M. Ingalls, U.S.A.; 
“Asia and Its Expansion Into the Pacific Ocean,” by 
General Chanoine, of the French army. ‘There are be- 
sides full departments of professional notes, reviews and 
a supplement with an index to current military literature. 





The Ordnance Department of the Army has decided 
that in the future .22 caliber gallery practice rifles shall 
be issued complete. It was the earlier intention of the 
Ordnance Department to issue the barrel and receiver as- 
sembled, but the process of transforming a model of 1898 
rifle into a gallery practice rifle of the same model, is so 
complicated, that it is believed that much better results 
will be obtained by making issue of the gun entire. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL POWER OF PRESIDENT. 

In the Senate, Jan. 7, Mr. Tillman offered the follow- 
ing resolution . 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
directed to furnish the Senate copies of all official letters, tele- 
grams, reports, orders, and other documents, filed in the War 
Department having relation to the shooting affray which oc- 
curred in the town of Athens, Ohio, on the night of Friday, 
Aug. 19, 1904, and which involved members of the Ohio Na- 
tional Guard and some of the United States troops participat- 
ing in the maneuvers of the Ohio National Guard, in addition 
to those furnished in Senate Document No. 155, second ses- 
sion, Fifty-ninth Congress, page 414 et seq. 

Mr. Foraker stated that he had already obtained from 
the War Department the information asked for and it 
was ordered printed. Mr. Tillman said: “There was a 
militiaman shot and killed and another one wounded, and 
the provost guard was overpowered by the Regulars and 
a mob of fifty or sixty, or something like that, and I 
wanted the facts.” Mr. Foraker stated that the War De- 
partment sent the J.A. General to the town of Athens, O., 
with instructions to appear for the defense of the men 
who were indicted, and als» directed the district attorney 
for the southern district of Ohio to watch the proceedings 
and give such help as he might be able to afford, all upon 
the theory that an enlisted man of the United States 
Army, when in trouble, was in a sense the ward of the 
Government, whom the Government should take care of 
in so far as that might be done with propriety when he 
should get into trouble in connection with his line of 
duty ; but later, when the point was made that this affray 
had occurred outside of the line of duty of these men, the 
Secretary of War recognized, as the record shows, that 
there was some doubt about the propriety of the interfer- 
ence of the Government in that respect. Mr. Foraker’s 
resolution for an inquiry into the Brownsville affair was 
brought up and debated. Senator Lodge offered the fol- 
lowing as a substitute: “Resolved, That the Committee 
on Military Affairs be, and hereby is, authorized to make 
inquiry and take testimony in regard to the affray at 
Brownsville, Tex., on the night of Aug. 13, 1906, and that 
it be, and hereby is, authorized to send for persons and 
papers and administer oaths and report thereon by bill 
or otherwise.” 

At the suggestion of Mr. Culberson, Senator Lodge ac- 
cepted the following as an addition to his amendment: 
“The committee, or any sub-committee thereof, is further 
authorized, if deemed necessary, to visit Brownsville, 
Tex., inspect the locality of the recent disturbance, and 
¢xamine witnesses there.” 

In an argument to show that the President had not ex- 
ceeded his authority in the premise, Senator Lodge said: 
“T will read a single sentence from the opinion in Blake 
v. The United States, in 13 Otto, in which Mr. Justice 
Harlan, in delivering the opinion of the Supreme Court, 
said: ‘From the organization of the Government, under 
the present Constitution, to the commencement of the re- 
cent war for the suppression of the rebellion, the power 
of the President, in the absence of statutory regulations, 
to dismiss from the Service an officer of the Army or 
Navy, was not questioned in any adjudged case or by any 
Department of the Government.’ I read that merely to 
show briefiy the very great powers inherent in the Com- 
mander-in-Chief dewn to so recent a time as that—pow- 
ers which enabled him to dismiss even a commissioned 
officer from the Service. If I may quote one word from 
General Davis’s Military Law, he says: ‘The Articles 
ef War in force in the armies of the United States were 
derived originally from the corresponding British articles. 
As the colonial troops had served with the royal forces 
operating in America during the wars immediately pre- 
ceding the outbreak of the war of the Revolution, and 
while so serving had been subject to the British Mutiny 
Act and Articles of War, they became as a consequence 
familiar with those articles.’ Therefore, Mr. President, 
it is of interest to see what to-day is the attitude in Great 
Gritain in regard to the power of the commander-in-chief 
as to summary dismissals. It is quoted in the papers ac- 
companying the President’s message from Clode’s Military 
Forces of the Crown: “Though an engagement is made for 
a term certain, the Crown is under no obligation to retain 
the soldier, either in pay or in arms, for that period, but 
may discharge him at any time. The safety of the realm 
may depend in some measure on the immediate discharge 
or dismissal of any man or regiment in arms, and, equally, 
that the cause of such dismissal should not at the time 
be’ disclosed by the responsible ministers of the Crown.’ ” 
The fourth Article of War recognizes explicitly the power 
of the President to discharge a man before his term of 
enlistment has expired, and excepts that power from the 
general operation of the article. 

In an elaborate argument in reply Mr. Foraker quoted 
from a decision of the U.S. Supreme Court in the case of 
U. S. v. Ellison, concerning which he said: 

“Mr. President. there is no autocracy in this country. 
There is no arbitrary and dictatorial and unrestrained 
and unrestricted power in even the Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army of the United States. All power is derived 
from the Constitution. The President’s power as Com- 
mander-in-Chief comes to him directly from the Constitu- 
tion, and his legal power comes to him from the Constitu- 
tion, through the Congress of the United States. What 
he does not derive directly from the Constitution or 
through enactments of the Congress of the United States 
he is as absolutely without as though he were any other 
person or individual other than the Commander-in-Chief. 
I shall not take time to read from the body of the opinion. 
I have read the essence of it to show that there are two 
kinds of power with respect to the President as Com- 
mander-in-Chief with which he is invested—one the con- 
stitutional power to be Commander-in-Chief, the other 
legal power conferred upon him by Congress, and con- 


‘ferred upon him by Congress because the Constitution 


says that the Congress shall have power to raise armies 
and to prescribe rules and laws and regulations for the 
government of the Army. In prescribing these rules the 
Congress can say, “The President may have power in cer- 
tain contingencies to dismiss men from the Army which 
we have raised”; but, without such a provision, if the 
Congress should have spoken upon it at all, the President 
would not have that power, except in conformity with the 
law of Congress. ‘ Whérever the Congress has spoken in 


‘the making of a regulation, that regulation is the law of 


the land, and it is binding on the President of the United 


. States as well as upon everybody else. 


“Tf, with respect to regulations, the Congress failed to 
act as to the regulation on any particular point the Presi- 
dent might er necessitate make a regulation as Command- 


‘er-in-Chief, but if the Congress shall have acted then, the 


President has no power to act except only in conformity 
with and by virtue of that authority of’ Taw. 

“Mr. President, in 169. United States; in what is known 
as ‘the ‘Gaflinger case.’ at page 316, it was held by the 
Supreme Court of the United States with respect to regu- 
lations,made by the Treasury Department, which are de- 
t upon the same principles precisely—that the 


any right or detract from any duty. If the Congress of 


the United States shall have spoken upon the subject, no 
ether power can speak except in conformity to the will of 
Congress as the Congress has so expressed its will. 

“Mr. President, has the Congress spoken .on this sub- 
ject? The Senator from Massachusetts [Mr. Lodge] tells 
us that the relation of the enlisted man to the United 
States is a contractual relation. That is true. Nobody, 
I believe, ever contended for anything else. And it is be- 
cause it is a contractual relation that the enlisted man 
has rights beyond what he would have but for his con- 
tract. The rules and Articles of War are incorporated 
into this contractual obligation that the enlisted’ man as- 
sumes when he enters the Service of the United States in 
the Army. ‘Rules’ relate to regulations that are prescribed 
for the government of the Army. The Articles of War 
are directly enacted hy the Congress of the United 
States.” 

Mr. Foraker included in his speech the charges pre- 
pared at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, against thirteen en- 
listed men of the 25th Infantry, concerning which Major 
C. T. Clarke, 26th Inf., commanding, said in his endorse- 
ment upon the papers: “I am of the opinion that it is 
doubtful if the allegations as set forth can be substan- 
tiated.” Referring to the decision of the Supreme Court 
in the Milligan case, Mr. Foraker -said : 

The Constitution of the United States is a‘ law for ‘rulers 
and people, equally in war and.in peace, and covers with the 
shield of its protection all classes of men at all times and 
under all circumstances. No doctrine involving more per- 
nicious consequences was ever invented by the wit of -man 
than that any of its provisions can be suspended during any 
of the great exigencies of government. 

“This was a time of war, when the nation was in a 
ceath grapple for its life, a very different situation from 
that which was presented at Brownsville, where the oc- 
currence was in a time of profound peace, when the Army 
had nothing else to do of any importance to be compared 
with this except only to convene a court, as the law di- 
rected, and let these men appear and have their day in 
court, and present their defense, and have it ruled upon. 
Now, here is something else to which I invite the serious 
attention of every Senator. The Supreme Court, dealing 
with this claim, that because of a great exigency they 
had the right to suspend the law, says they have no such 
right, and then adds this: 

Such a doctrine leads directly to anarchy or despotism, but 
the theory of necessity on which it is based is false, for the 
Government, within the Constitution, has all the powers 
granted to it which are necessary to preserve its existence. 


“Speaking further as to the power of the President 
with respect to the ordering of the commission, the court 
says: ‘ 

They cannot justify on the mandate of the President, be- 
cause he is controlled by law and has his appropriate sphere 
of duty, which is to execute, not to make, the laws; and there 
is ‘‘no unwritten criminal code to which resort can be had as 
a source of criminal jurisdiction.’’ 

The matter of the 25th Infantry came up again on 
Wednesday, when Mr. Foraker waived his right to speak 
further upon it out of courtesy to Mr. Tillman, who was 
absent. Speeches were made by Mr. Overman, of North 
Carolina, and Mr. Daniel, of Virginia. The Foraker res- 
olution as finally submitted reads as follows: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be, and 
hereby is, authorized to take such further testimony as may 
be necessary to establish the facts connected with the dischargg 
of members of Companies B, C and D, 25th United States In- 
fantry, and that it be, and hereby is, authorized to send for 
persons and papers and administer oaths, and report thereon, 
by bill or otherwise. 

The committee, or any subcommittee thereof, is further 
authorized, if deemed necessary, to visit Brownsville, Tex., 
inspect the locality of the recent disturbance, and examine 
witnesses there. 


THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 

The Army Appropriation bill will be found on page 
534-5 of this issue; the Fortifications Appropriation bill 
and other bills before Congress on page 544. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs at its meet- 
ing on Jan. 10 voted to report favorably the nominations 
of Brig. Gen. J. Franklin Bell to be a major general and 
Col. EK. S. Godfrey, 9th Cav., to be a brigadier general. 
No opposition to the confirmation of these two officers is 
expected. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs will make a 
favorable report on the bill for the reorganization of the 
Artillery Corps. This measure has been under considera- 
tion by the committee during the past week and the mem- 
bers of the committee have agreed to support the bill and 
it will be reported in practically the same form as re- 
ported by the Senate Committee to the Senate. The 
chances for this bill becoming law before adjournment 
are thought to be excellent. 

Senator Scott for the Committee on Pensions has re- 
ported favorably to the Senate S. 695, increasing the pen- 
sions of Army nwrses:—~-An adverse-minority report was 
submitted by Senator McCumber. 

The Senate on Jan. 9 passed S. 7372, which anthorizes 
the Secretary of the Navy to accept as a gift, from a 
member of the family of the late Asst. Naval Constr. Jo- 
seph E. McDonald, a sailboat for the use of the midship- 
men at the Naval Academy. 

The House has received the following among executive 
communications. From the Secretary of War: Trans- 
mitting a recommendation as to legislation for compensa- 
tion of ordnance officers in charge of national armories. 
From the Secretary of the Treasury: Copy of a letter 
from the Acting Secretary of the Navy submitting an es- 
timate of appropriation for water-system extension at na- 
val station, Guantanamo, Cuba; copy of a letter from the 
Secretary of War submitting an estimate of appropria- 
tion for seacoast defense guns at West Point, N.Y.; 
copies of letters from the Secretary of War submitting 
estimates of allowance on the account of Capt. George H. 
Cameron, U.S.A., of appropriation for repair of fortifica- 
tions at Pensacola, Mobile and New Orleans; of appro- 
priation for defense at Pensacola and of appropriation 
for repairs and supply of stores at artillery posts on 
South Atlantic and Gulf coasts; copy of letters from the 
Secretary of the Navy submitting an urgent estimate of 
appropriation for navy yard at Norfolk, Va., and of de- 
ficiency appropriation for yards, docks ‘and equipment. 

Mr. Gallinger has submitted to the House an intended 
amendment to the Naval Appropriation bill, viz.: Insert 
the following: ‘That from and after the passage of this 
act professors of mathematics in the Navy shall receive 
the same pay and allowances as are or may be provided 





-by or in pursuance of law for the officers of the same 


rank in the line of the Navy.” ; 
The Hovse Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
with amendment H.R. 22291, to authorize the appoint- 


‘ment of Harry Mcl.. P. Huse to the active list of the 


Navy. 
Representative Loudenslager, of New Jersey, on Jan. 


9 introduced a bill to appropriate, $100,000 for the erec- 


tion of a monument to the memory of Major Gen. Philip 
Kearny in Washington. 

Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, has 
recommended legislation amending Section 1663, Revised 
Statutes, as amended June 23, 1874, by “An act to fix 
the salaries of the clerks at the U.S. Armory in Spring- 
field, Mass.,” in order that the clerical force at that ar- 
mory as well as the officers and other employees may be 
on the same basis as those at other ordnance establish- 
ments, as no reason appears to exist for putting this ar- 
mory on a different status from others. At all other ord- 
nance establishments a schedule has been adopted for 
graduating the pay of clerks according to the number 
necessary to do the work, the pay of head clerk varying 
from $1,800 to $1,200 per annum; but at Springfield this 
system is restricted by the fact that, under the Act of 
June 23, 1874, the same number of clerks (4) as were 
employed at the date of that act are receiving the pay 
specified ($1.650 per annum), while the clerical. force 
has been much increased and other clerks have been taken 
on at lower salaries. The individuals drawing $1,650 
there now would not have their pay reduced under the 
new system, but their places when yacant would be filled 
by others at salaries corresponding to the schedule. It 
is intended to make changes gradually as vacancies occur, 
in conformity with the schedule at other ordnance estab- 
lishments. In submitting General Crozier’s recommenda- 
tion to Congress the Secretary of War suggests the fol- 
lowing legislation: ‘That Section 1663, Revised Statutes, 
be modified to read as follows: ‘Section 1663. The ord- 
nance officer in charge of any national armory shall re- 
ceive no compensation other than his regular pay and al- 
lowances as an officer of the corps.” The change desired 
is to add after the word “pay” the words “and allow- 
ances,” and to omit the limitation of the pay of inspectors 
and clerks at the Springfield Armory. 





THE FORTIFICATION APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The House Committee on Appropriations, in presenting 
the bill (J1.R. 23821, which appears on page 544) 
making appropriations for fortifications and other works 
of defense, armament, heavy ordnance for trial and ser- 
vice, and for other purposes, stated that the estimates on 
which the bill is based aggregate $15,068,559, of which 
sum, there is recommended in the Dill appropriations 
amounting to $5,411,883, $857,890 more than was appro- 
priated for the same purposes at the last session. During 
the fiscal years 1887 and 1888 no appropriations were 
iyade on account of fortifications, and for the twelve years 
1875 to 1886, inclusive, the appropriation averaged only 
$540,750 per annum, and only $463,500 per anuum for 
the fcurteen years, including 1887 and 1888. The ap- 
propriations for the nineteen fiscal years 1889-1907 ag- 
gregate $102,615,737.72, or an average of $5,400,828.30 
per annum. Of the whole sum appropriated 1889-1907, 
$80,126,513.22 was appropriated in the eleven fortifica- 
tion acts enacted by this and the last five Congresses. 

The total appropriations for fortifications since 1888, 
and since the recommendations of the Endicott Board of 
1885, including deficiency acts and allotments from the 
national defense fund, amount to $124,156,476.32. The 
scheme of seacoast fortifications contemplated by the En- 
dicott Board followed by Congress since 1888, it is now 
estimated will cost in the aggregate $99,392,222, of which 
sum there has been already provided $64,301,042.24, the 
Engineer Department having received $28,693,484.02 and 
the Ordnance Department $35,607,608.22. The difference 
between the $64,301,042.24 provided toward the scheme of 
the Endicott Board and the sum total of $124.156,476.32 
is represented in expenditures for erecting and equipping 
the factories at Watervliet and Watertown, the Ordnance 
and Fortification Board, purchase of land for fortification 
sites, torpedoes, ammunition, manufacture of field guns, 
fortifications in the insular possessions, ete. 

With reference to the clause authorizing the Chief of 
Ordnance to charge indirect expenses for labor, etc., in 
such manner as is most economical and efficient, provided 
each appropriation bears its ratable share of the total ex 
pense, Gen. Wm. Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, states: In 
all operations in arsenal shops involving manufacture, re- 
pair, or alteration of orduance and stores, there arise ex- 
penses of a general character such as services of superin- 
tendents, engineers, ete.; the purchase of coal, oil, too! 


“steel, brooms, ete.; just as necessary as the direct expenses 


for labor and material. No difficulty arises in charging di- 
rect labor and material to the proper appropriation. In pay- 
ing, however, for general expenses the method followed is 
to charge a certain per cent. of the amount of the direct I:- 
bor on all work, the proceeds to constitute a fund out of 
which to pay these general expenses. For example: If 
the amount of direct labor expended in any month on the 
manufacture of rapid-fire guns is $1,000, about 40 per 
cent. of this would be charged against the appropriation 
for these guns to pay the general expenses. In charging 
these general expenses the Comptroller of the Treasury 
holds that each and every appropriation must bear its 
share of each and every separate item. By means of the 
proposed legislation any item of general expense may |< 
charged against any of the-appropriations authorizing the 
operations, provided the amounts charged against each ap- 
propriation shall be the same as if all bore the cost of 
each item of expenditure. In the end the result would be 
the same, whether the method held by the Comptroller 
is followed or that indicated by the proposed legislatioi: 

With reference to repeal of the act authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to issue to a State bordering on the coast. 
and having.a permanent camping ground, two heavy guns 
and four mortars, ete., General Crozier states: Since 
the passage of this law twenty-four years ago, only seven 
States have taken advantage of the appropriation. This 
leaves twenty States which have not availed themselves 
of the act, During the past eleven years no State has 
made application for the issue of the guns. Under the 
militia act of. Jan. 21, 1903, the militia of the several 
States is authorized to utilize for instruction purposes the 
modern seacoast batteries, and therefore there would seem 
to be no necessity for the further application of the law 
recommended to be repealed.

WAR DEPARTMENT DECISIONS. 
Recommendation was received that a barrack bag be 
issued to each soldier to carry his odd articles of clothing. 
ete., to be charged on his clothing allowance and the lat- 
ter to be increased by that amount. The recommendation 
was not favorably considered. 
Request was received from the commanding officer, Fort 
Myer, that saddle cloths be issued for enlisted men of his 
‘command, The request was approved and report ordered 
submitted after one year’s use on the result of the om. 
Request was received for approval of an expenditure 
from post exchange funds for purchase of music, repair 
of instruments, etc., for a band which plays for the benefit 
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of artillery commands in the Artillery District of New 
London. Approved. 

Various recommendations on the subject of the amount 
of eredit to be given enlisted men at post exchanges hav- 
ing been received, it was decided that the present limit of 
one-fifth of the monthly pay be extended to not to exceed 
one-third thereof.

LEGAL INTERPRETATION OF PERSONNEL ACT. 

The Court of Claims handed down a decision in the 
case of Capt. Jefferson F. Moser on Monday, Jan. 7, a 
case which had been under consideration by the court for 
a long while, involving a question which has been the sub- 
‘ect of much discussion and litigation. This is the ques- 
tion, whether officers who entered the Naval Academy in 
the fall of 1864 are entitled to increase of rank and pay 
ou the retired list. The Personnel Act in Section 11 
eives increased rank and pay to officers who served during 
the Civil War. The Navy Department decided that the 
ervice required was meritorious war service, and that 
‘his requirement was not fulfilled by service at the Acad- 
emy as a cadet. The Court of Claims rendered an opinion 
yholding this view, but on rehearing changed its ruling 
and held that the term, “during the war,” was a phrase 
of time only. Some other questions were left unsettled, 
nd it was necessary to reargue the whole subject in 
aptain Moser’s case. He was represented by George A. 
and William B. Kiug, of Washington, D.C., while the 
jovernment appeared through Assistant Attorney John 
(9, Thompson, Dept. of Justice. The court now declares 
that these officers are, under the Personnel Act, entitled to 
‘nereased rank and pay. 

On June 29, 1906, Congress passed in what is known 
i‘; the Hull amendment, a provision which seriously 

Yects the rights of the officers of this class not retired 
»rior to that date. That gives increased rank and pay for 
war service “otherwise than as a cadet.’ If the effect of 
this law is to repeal absolutely Section 11 of the Person- 
nel Aet, then the remaining officers of this class will 
he cut out of their increased rank and pay in spite of 
ihe Moser decision. If it should be held by the Court 
of Claims that it did not repeal Section 11, then all the 
ofiicers in the class entering in 1864 would have the bene- 
fit of the Personnel Act. It seems probable that the court 
will hold that the Hull amendment is a substitute for 
Section 11 and repeals it, and that all officers must 
bring themselves within the terms of the Hull amend- 
nent in order to obtain increased rank and pay for Civil 
War service. Congress may grant relief by providing 
ibat nothing in the Hull amendment shall operate to 
deprive officers of increased rank and pay which, but for 
its passage, they would have received. 

All officers entering the Academy in the fall of 1865 
have also claimed a right to retire under Section 11 of 
the Personnel Act. Their right involves still another 
question. This is, whether the Personnel Act regards 
technical war service as sufficient or refers to service dur- 
ing a period of actuai hostilities. The war did not close 
technically until Aug. 20, 1866. If service during the 
war extends thus far, then these officers are within the 
benefit of Section 11 of the Personnel Act as far as it 
may still be in force. The courts may hold that that 
phrase refers to service during the period of actual hos- 
tilities and consequently decide that those who entered 
the Academy in 1865 have no right to the benefit of the 
provisions of Section 11. 











NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Manila press despatches of Jan. 9 state that Major 
Gen. Jesse M. Lee, U.S.A., commanding the Department 
of the Visayas, has recommended and that his recom- 
mendation has been approved by Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, commanding the Philippines Division, that Capt. 
Samuel V. Ham, Sth U.S. Inf., be brevetted major for 
gallant conduct in recent operations against the pulajanes 
in the island of Leyte. The despatches also state that 
Generals Wood and Lee have recommended that the Med: 
al of Honor and a second lieutenancy in the Constabulary 
be conferred on Corpl. Seth Weld, of the Sth U.S. Infan- 
try, and the rank of sergeant upon Corporal Hennecke 
and certificates of merit upon Privates Gilfeather and 
Gannon. ‘These rewards, it is stated, are recommended 
for the courage displayed by the officers and men men- 
tioned when they were suddenly attacked on the Leyte 
trail on Dee. 5 by an almost overwhelming force of pula- 
janes, which they repulsed, killing thirty and capturing 
a large number of prisoners: Captain Ham was in com- 
mand of the force attacked, which consisted of a detach- 
inent from Company I of the Sth Infantry and some 
seouts, 

The following comes from Manila under date of Jan. 

“A cold wave is sweeping over Luzon and the adja- 

cent islands, The temperature at Manila is 55.6, while 
at Baguio, the capital of the province of Benguet, it is 
30. This is the coldest weather ever experienced in the 
listory of Manila. The nearest approach to it was in 
1S72,-when the temperature was 56.6.” 
_ It is unofficially announced in Manila that the elections 
for members of the Philippine Assembly will be held July 
‘0, 1907, and that the law to regulate the elections will 
be promulgated by the Philippine Civil Commission in a 
few days. It is believed in Manila that Secretary of War 
ratt may open the Assembly in October next. 

The Secretary of War appeared before the House Com- 
mittee on Insular Affairs Jan. 7 to discuss the claims of 
the Roman Catholic Church in the Philippines for the oc- 
cupaney and destruction of church property by the Amer- 
ican troops during the Spanish War. The Secretary re-

viewed the work of the military board which investigated - 


the claims and recommended the payment of $363,000, 
the amount which the board decided be paid by the Unit- 
ed States. It was urged by Mr. Taft that the church ex- 
ercises a pacifying influence in the islands, and the claims 
Should be paid, :

Juan De Leon, president of the Agricultural Associa- 





tion of Panay and Negros, has addressed an earnest ap- 
peal to the Secretary of War urging him to use his influ- 
ence to induce Congress to grant some moderate tariff 
concessions in favor of Philippine products. The appeal 
says in part: “Heretofore we have struggled with the 
fluctuations of fortune with our own resources, but our 
misfortunes have reached such an extreme that we feel 
our strength failing us before so many insurmountable ob- 
stacles. for this reason we insist upon asking the ap- 
proval of the Payne bill, and if it be impossible to obtain 
said approval we are satisfied with the limitation of 300,- 
(00 tons of sugar proposed by the adversaries of said bill, 
because we are convinced that we will need many years 
before,we reach this production. Moreover, our condition 
is growing worse, because the calamities of which we are 
suffering continue (such as locusts, epizooty, fever and 
cholera epidemic), and our resources for the cultivation 
of the land are entirely exhausted, and all that is left to 
save this situation is the last sugar crop, if we receive on 
the part of America the free entry of our sugar, removing 
the tariff schedules.” 





THE BOARD TO SELECT PISTOLS. 
Referring to the appointment of a board, of which 
Captain Scott is president, to report upon pistols, a cor- 


respondent says: “When General Wood, we will say, 
differs with sundry chiefs of ordnance regarding the 


calibration of the Service revolver, shall a board composed 
of mere line officers decide as to the pistol or revolver 


best adapted to fulfil the requirements of the military ser- — 


vice? And when the Acting Chief of Ordnance, a lieu- 
tenant colonel, is before a puissant authority and is told, 
perhaps, that the opinion of many ranking ordnance offi- 
cers as to Service caliber of most effectiveness was re- 
spected, but not conclusive; hence that a board of rank- 
ing experts not wearing the insignia of the bursting shell 
aflame in their uniformed capacity, nor yet a board of 
mere line officers, adolescent subalterns, should be con- 
vened to test designs of revolvers and automatic pistols: 
what follows? 

“Why, when sundry lieutenants, 13th Cavalry and 12th 
Infantry, are relieved from the responsible locations be- 
tween Seilla and Caryhdis; that is, between the Ord- 
nance Department and the puissant one, there is a 
new board appointed having a colonel, a major, three 
captains, mainly representing Infantry, Cavalry and 
Artillery, with an ordnance captain as recorder. Per- 
haps the lieutenants detailed per the Dec. 22, W.D., 
order are to be congratulated because of their superses- 
sion. 

“The conference between the Ordnance Chief and the 
puissant one took place about five days after the Dec. 22 
hoard membership had been announced, and the new 
hoard, the rank board, was appointed close upon the heels 
of the conferences, The inference is that the new board 
has been stiffened by members whose opinions will not be 
biased by prepossessions or lack of experience in study or 
field. 

“In 1868 the U.S. Army board to select the best breech- 
loading system met, General Hancock president. Another 
Army board, General Schofield president, met in St. 
Louis the following year to adopt a caliber and pattern 
for small arms. In 1873 the General Terry board 
definitely adopted the Springfield breech-loading system. 
This arm was superseded, September, 1892, by the Krag- 
Jorgenson magazine arm. ‘The Benton board of 1878 
caused a thousand Hotchkiss guns to be placed for ex- 
perimental trial in the hands of U.S. Army soldiers. 
The same board, composed wholly of ordnance officers, 
also looked into the question of inside vs. outside primed 
eartridges. ‘The Kautz-Hall 1892 magazine gun report 
is well known. ‘The question of reduction or increase of 
caliber has been thrashed like old straw during the last 
generation. Dan Daly’s favorite song was “There’s noth- 
ing, nothing new,” and that old Roman, Caius Cornelius 
Tacitus, the contemporary of Nero, said, ‘New inventions 
are but resuscitations.””

FORT HARRISON AS A BRIGADE POST. 

The Indianapolis Morning Star of December 26 says: 
“Col. Charles A. Williams, 24th U.S. Inf., who with 
his wife, is the guest of their son, C. L. Williams, 1619 
North Alabama street, for the holidays, would like very 
much to see Fort Benjamin Harrison made a_ brigade 
post. He has been interested largely in the post for the 
reason that Fort Benjamin Harrison has been thought of 
as quarters for his regiment. In fact, it was said before 
the return of the 21st Regiment from Samar in October, 
where it had been doing garrison duty since February, 
1905. that the regiment was to be permanently stationed 
at Fort Benjamin Harrison, but it was sent to Fort 
Logan, near Denver, because Fort Harrison had not been 
completed in time. The delay in completing the post 
now makes it uncertain which regiment will be sent here 
in the spring. 

“‘T fear,’ said Colonel Williams yesterday, ‘that the 
people of Indianapolis and vicinity do not realize what 
the post means to the city. Indianapolis is very fortunate 
in securing the post and I hope it will be made a brigade 





post. While I am in Indianapolis I will go out to Fort 
Benjamin Harrison and look over the grounds. We 


fully expected to come here upon our return from the 
Philippines, and. were much disappointed at the failure 
to have the post eompleted. The people of Indianapolis 
should appreciate the post, even should it be but a regi- 
mental post, on account of the financial gain to the city, 
if nothing else. The pay of the commissioned officers of 
a regiment amounts to $100,000 annually and the pay of 
the men amounts to $150,000. With at least one regi- 
ment here this much money would be brought here each 
year and put in circulaticn. It would not be as if the 
money just changed hands in this locality. Socially the 
post will be a gcod thing, and the military balls would 
liven social circles. The post will be a nice place for the 
people to visit each Sunday. It will furnish a diversion 
to them and give them an opportunity to study the tactics 
and life of the Regular soldiers while on garrison duty. 
Then the post will be a big help to the Indiana National 
Guard, for the officers of the State military are eligibie 
to attend the Regular officers’ schools.’ 

“Colonel Williams was graduated from West Point 
in 1874 and rose from the rank of lieutenant. He is one 
of the youngest officers in his grade. He was on duty 
in Alaska for one year, in Cuba two years, including 
the entire period of the Spanish War. and has made 
three tours in the Philippine Islands. His earlier service 


was against the Indians in the Northwest, where he 
was wounded in the right thigh and wrist in the year 
1877 while with General Howard’s command of 300 men 
from Fort Laperay at the battle of Clear Water, in the 
Salmon River country in North Dakota, after the troops 
had been pursuing Chief Joseph and his band of 400 Nez 
Terce Indians. The Indians attempted to ambush the 
command in a canyon, but the troops discovered them 
and charged them across the table lands. The battle 
raged for two days, and Colonel Williams, who was 
wounde during the first hour of the engagement, lay 
wounded on the battlefield for twenty-four hours before 
taken to the fort, sixty miles away.”

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 

In passing upon a stated case, the Assistant Comp- 
traller of the Treasury has approved a decision rendered 
by the Auditor which holds that enlisted men of the Porto 
Rico Regiment organized under the Act of April 23, 1904, 
are entitled to the same pay and allowances as like 
grades in the Regular Army, and that such enlisted men 
are, while serving in Porto Rico, entitled to the same pay 
and the same 20 per cent. increase thereon as enlisted 
men of the Regular Army of like grade would receive 
were they serving at the same time and place. 

The Assistant Comptroller has decided that Chaplain 
Adam A. McAllister, U.S.N., who was retired with rank 
of captain on March 2, 1908, for age, but is still on active 
duty, is entitled, while on active duty, to the pay of a 
lieutenant commander, which is the highest pay author- 
ized for chaplains. It is also held that Chaplain McAl- 
lister is also entitled under the Act of June 7, 1900, and 
June 29, 1906, while employed on active duty, to the al- 
lowances of a major in the Army, including the fuel al- 
lowance, ‘These allowances are not provided for officers 
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on the retired list except when specifically authorized, as 
in a case like this of a_ retired officer on active duty to 
whom the Act of June 7, 1900, gives the pay and allow- 
ances of an officer of; the active list of his grade. 

Replying.to an inquiry from the Secretary of the Navy, 
the Assistant Comptroller decides that an assistant sur- 
geon who has entered the Navy since the date of the 
Navy Personnel Act is entitled to assimilated Army pay 
only. It is held, however, that Asst. Surg, E. C. White, 
U.S.N., who, while attached to the U.S.S. Virginia, was 
peo for duty with marines at Camp Columbia, Cuba, 
is entitled to the same allowance of 10 per cent. in addi- 
tion to his regular pay while so serving, as Army officers 
receive for duty beyond seas, 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The Navy Mutua] Aid Association has just made its 
231st assessment, for the quarter ending Dec. 
The number of deaths during the current year was 
twelve, and the deaths since the last assessment were as 
follows: Civil Engr. Peter C. Asserson, U.S.N.; Comdr. 
Ik. M. G. Brown, and Comdr. Zera L. Tanner. The num- 
ber of members of the association at the beginning of the 
year 1907 was 994, a larger number than ever before at 
any one time. The benefit payable by this number 
amounts to $3,607.41. The amount paid out by the Navy 
Mutual Aid Association since its beginning foots up the 
very considerable sum of $1,043,457.79. One of the prin- 
cipal advantages of this association lies in the fact that 
the beneficiaries receive their money as soon as the Navy 
Department is informed of the death of an officer, fre- 
guently on the day following the death. 


The Marines stationed in the Isle of Pines, under 
the command of Lieut. R. Tittoni, spent a most enjoyable 
Christmas and New Year. There was a ball game in 
the morning, followed by other sports. The scrubs 
won from the regular team. Lieutenant Tittoni pitched 
the game for the scrubs.

Good weather and excellent treatment from all 
hands certainly please men away from home. 

The grand ball given jointly by the crews of the U.S.S. 
Paducah and Dubuque at Pierce Hall, Portsmouth, N.H., 
on Dec. 28, is still furnishing plenty of food for gossip 
among the men and their friends, and it was an event 
long. to be remembered by those participating. Flags of 
all nations and bunting played the most prominent part in 
the decorations, the entire hal] being one mass of bunting, 
displaying every color of the rainbow. Around the front 
of the balcony were artistically draped the flags of all na- 
tions, from the Stars and Stripes of the United States to 
the standard of the smallest republic. From the center 
of the ceiling to the four corners of the hall was strung 
bunting of every color, together with many signal flags. 
The homeward bound pennant of the Paducah, 150 feet 
long, stretched the entire length of the hall, attracted 
much attention. After the rendition of an enjoyable mu- 
sical program the grand march was formed and it was 
headed by Capt. A. G. Winterhalter, escorting Mrs. Win- 
terhalter, and it introduced seventy-three couples. Mrs. 
Winterhalter was dressed in white lace, over white silk, 
the corsage decollete, diamond ornaments. After the 
march dancing was enjoyed until] the early hours of the 
next morning. At intermission a banquet was served, ta- 
bles being spread for 350 guests. 

The City of Cleveland, the largest sidewheel steamer in 
the world, built for the Detroit and Cleveland Navigation 
Company, was successfully launched at the Wyandotte 
yard of the Detroit Shipbuilding Company, Detroit, Mich., 
Jan. 5. The City of Cleveland is 444 feet long, 96 feet 6 
inches over the guards in breadth, and 22 feet deep. She 
will have a capacity of something over five thousand day 
passengers and sleeping accommodations for fifteen hun- 
dred, in addition to the crew of 166 persons. The new 
boat is expected to go into commission between Detroit 
and Cleveland on June 15. 

Unofficial reports received in Washington this week 
from Boston indicate that the Octopus, the new subma- 
rine torpedoboat which has just been completed for the 
Navy by the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, has far 
exceeded her contract speed during the builder’s tests now 
being held. The boat, which will be the largest of her 
type in the Navy, is now practically ready to be turned 
over to the Government. It is claimed that she recently 
made twelve knots on. the surface and nine knots sub- 
merged, which is about one knot in excess of her contract 
speed for the surface and one-half a knot for subsurface. 
The Octopus will be about 300 tons and her designers 








‘Claim that she will have a steaming radius of approxi- 


mately one thousand miles. While on a speed trial a few 
days ago the Octopus had the novel experience of plowing 
through a dense stream of Boston sewage. 

The Navy Department has authorized extensive repairs 
to the Yankee at the Portsmouth, N.H., Navy Yard. The 
vessel will be given new boilers and about $50,000 will be 
expended. under the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 
The Newport is also to be repaired at the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard at a total cost of about $17,000. She will 
then be turned over to the Maryland Naval Militia. 

The collier Nero, which ran aground some months ago 
off Block. Island, is nearly ready to be put in commission 
again. The Nero has been undergoing extensive repairs 
at the New York Navy Yard and it is estimated now that 
she -will be ready. for active service by Feb. 

“Phe time for the repairs to the New Jersey ena Georgia 
has been extended to Feb. 15. In view of the fact that 
there is a great lack of men for the big vessels being com- 
missioned, it was deemed best by the Navy Department 
not to hurry the work being done on the New Jersey and 
Georgia at the Beston Navy Yard. It is hoped that full 
complements for these vessels will be ready by Feb. 15.

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FORTIFICATIONS APPROPRIATION BILL. 


H.R. 23821, Mr. Smith, of Iowa.—Making appropriations for 
fortifications and other works of defense, for the armament 
thereof, for the procurement of heavy ordnance for trial and 
service, and for other purposes. 

Fortifications and other works of defense.—For modernizing 
older emplacements, $100,000; construction of fire control sta- 
tions and accessories, including purchase of lands, and for 
purchase and maintenance of necessary lines and means of 
electrical communication, ete., range finders and other instru- 
ments of fire control, $700,000; for searchlights for defenses of 
our most important harbors, $210,000; for protection and re- 
pair of fortifications for which there may be no special appropri- 
ation, $200,000; preparations of plans for fortifications, $5,000 ; 
tools, supplies and appliances, to be furnished by Engineer 
Dept., for electric light and power plants in gun and mortar 
batteries, $40,000; construction of sea walls and embankments, 
$25,000. 

Preservation and repair of torpedo structures.—For preserva- 
tion and repair, $10,000; construction of casemates, cable gal- 
leries, storehouses, and other structures, and care of subma- 
rine mines and accessories, $175,000, to be expended by the 
Engineer Department. 

Armament of fortifications.—For the purchase, manufacture, 
and test of machine and automatic guns, $30,000; of moun- 
tain, field and siege cannon, $300,000; of ammunition for ma- 
chine and automatic guns, and for mountain, field and siege 
cannon, $60,000; seacoast cannon for coast defense, $132,000; 
ammunition for seacoast cannon, $325,000; inspecting instru-

“Provided, That the Secretary of War is authorized to mount 
one 12-inch rifie to be procured out of appropriations made or 
to be made hereunder for the insular possessions, said gun 
being on hand in excess of the number of carriages provided 
for emplacements in th U.S.” d : é 

For ammunition for seacoast cannon, $50,000; inspecting in- 
struments for manufacture of cannon and ammunition, $2,500; 
alteration and maintenance of seacoast artillery, $5,000; sub- 
marine mines and appliances, $205,440. ; 

“The Chief of Ordnance, in conducting manufacturing or 
similar operations, is authorized to charge any indirect or 
general expense for labor or material therefor against any of 
the appropriations authorizing these operations in such manner 
as is most economical and efficient, provided that the methods 
adopted shall show that each of such appropriations bears its 
ratable share of the total amount of these expenses. 

“Sec. 2 of act approved March 19, 1892, authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to issue, on the requisition of the governor of a 
State bordering on the sea or Gulf coast, and having a perma- 
nent camping ground for the encampment of the militia not less 
than six days annually, two heavy guns and four mortars, with 
carriages and platforms, for their instruction, and for the con- 
struction of a suitable battery for the cannon so issued, and 
appropriating $500,000 for each State to carry out the above 
mentioned objects, is hereby repealed.” 

Board of Ordnance and Fortification—To enable the Board 
to make all needful purchases, experiments and tests of imple- 
ments and engines of war, and to purchase or cause to be manu- 
factured, such war material as may, in the judgment of the 
Board, be necessary; to pay salary of civilian member of the 
Board and necessary traveling expenses; for necessary expenses 
of the Beard, and for test of experimental guns, and other de- 
vices, $25,000, expenditure to be made by the several bureaus 
of the War Dept. heretofore having jurisdiction or by the 
Board itself, as the Secretary of War may direct: 

“Provided, That before any money shall be expended in the 
construction or test of any gun, gun carriage, ammunition, or 
implements under the supervision of the said board, the Board 
shall be satisfied, after due inquiry, that the Government of 
the U.S. has a lawful right to use the inventions involved in 
the construction of such gun, gun carriage, ammunition, or 
implements, or that the construction or test is made at the re- 
quest of a person either having such lawful right or authorized 
to convey the same to the Government. 

“That all material purchased under the foregoing provisions 
of this act shall be of American manufacture, except in cases 
when, in the judgment of the Secretary of War, it is to the 
manifest interest of the U.S. to make purchases in limited quan- 
tities abroad, which material shall be admitted free of duty.”

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE BILL. 


S. 7663, Mr. Frye.—To increase the efficiency of the personnel 
of the Revenue Cutter Service. Authorizes the President to 
appoint in the R.C.S., by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, one captain commandant, who shall act as chief of 
the division of R.C.S., with the rank of a colonel in the Army 
and a captain in the Navy, and who shall have the pay and al- 
lowances of a colonel in ‘the Army; six senior captains, each 
with the rank of a lieutenant colonel in the Army and a com- 
mander in the Navy, and who shall each have the pay and al- 
lowances of a lieutenant colonel in the Army: one engineer-in- 
chief, with the rank of a lieutenant colonel in the Army and a 
commander in the Navy, and who shall have the pay and allow- 
ances of a lieutenant colonel in the Army; and four engineer 
inspectors, each with the rank of a major in the Army and a 
lieutenant commander in the Navy, and who shall each have 
the pay and allowances of a major in the Army. 

Sec. 2. That the captain commandant shall be selected from 
the active list of line officers not below the grade of captain; 
that the six senior captains shall be made by promotion from 
the active list of captains in the order of seniority; that the 
engineer-in-chief shall be selected from the active list of engi- 
neer officers not below the grade of chief engineer; that the 
four engineer inspectors shall be made by promotion from the 
active list of chief engineers in. the order of seniority. When 
a vacancy occurs in any of the grades created by this act, it 
shall be filled in accordance with the provisions of this section. 








Sec. 3. That when the appointments herein provided are 
made the active list of captains in the R.C.S. shall be reduced 
by six and the active list of chief engineers by four, and the 
said lists shall remain thereafter at thirty-one and thirty, re- 
spectively. 

Sec. 4. That the examinations and requirements for promo- 
tion provided in Sec. 8 of the act approved April 12, 1902, to 
promote the efficiency of the R.C.S., shall not be required for 
promotion to the grades created by this act. 

Sec. 5. That any officer of the R.C.S. with a creditable record 
who served during the Civil War in the land or naval forces of 
the U.S. or who has served as chief of the division of R.C.S. 
shall, when retired, have the rank and receive three-fourths of 
the duty pay and increase of the next higher grade; and the 
provisions of this section shall apply to officers of the said 
Service now on the retired list. . 

Sec. 6. That there may be detailed temporarily to the office 
of the R.C.S., Treasury Dept., an officer of the line and an offi- 
cer of the Engineer Corps not above the rank of first lieutenant 
to assist, in connection with other duties, in reviewing the pro- 
ceedings of R.C.S. courts, and who while holding such detail 
shall have the rank and pay of the next higher grade. 

Sec .7. That a constructor or surgeon, with the rank of 
first lieutenant, after fifteen years’ service in the R.C.S. shall 
have the pay and allowances of a captain. 

Sec. 8. That all warrant and petty officers of the R.C.S. 
shall receive ten per centum increase of pay for every five 
years of service, such increase not to exceed forty per centum 
of the pay of their grade or rating: Provided, That no warrant 
or petty officer shall be appointed or rated as such without a 
suitable examination or period of probation to determine his 
fitness for his grade or rating. That an enlisted man or war- 
rant or petty officer who has served thirty years in the Service 
shall, upon suitable application, be placed on waiting orders and 
receive seventy-five per centum of the pay and increase of his 
grade or rating: Provided, That such enlisted man, warrant or 
petty officer may be assigned to such duties as he may be able 
to perform. é 

Sec. 9. That a third lieutenant or second assistant engineer 
who has served five years in his grade shall, upon passing the 
examinations now required by law, be eligible tc promotion to 
the next higher grade: Provided, That there shall be no increae 
in the total number of lieutenants nor in the total niunter of 
assistant engineers now authorized by law. 

Sec. 10. That an enlisted man upon first entering the R.C.S. 
shall have credited to his account the sum of $45, and upon 
each subsequent enlistment the sum of $20, for uniform clothing, 
and such amount shall be paid to said enlisted man at the 
expiration of his term of enlistment if he has served a full term 
as prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury and has received 
an honorable discharge. 

Sec. 11. That the presidents and recorders of R.C.S. courts 
and commanding officers of vessels of the R.C.S. be and are 
hereby, authorized to administer oaths of allegiance and such 
other oaths as may be necessary for the proper conduct of 
said Service. 

Sec. 12. That all acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

S. 7450, Mr. Alger.—Authorizes and directs the Secretary 
of War to allow that the deceased wife of an enlisted soldier 
may be buried in a national cemetery in the same grave as a 
deceased soldier. 

S. 7461, Mr. Hale—To provide for the harbor accommo- 
dation, movements and anchorage of foreign vessels of war 
visiting Hampton Roads during the Jamestown Exposition. 
Empowers the Secretary of the Navy to define and establish 
suitable anchorage grounds in Hampton Roads and the ad- 
jacent waters during the continuance of the Jamestown Ter- 
Centennial Exposition; and further to make such rules and 
regulations regarding the movements of all vessels in the road- 
stead and harbor named as may be necessary in order to in- 
sure the proper and orderly conduct of the naval features of 
the exposition and provide for the safety of the vessels par- 
ticipating therein, and such rules and regulations when so 
issued and published shall have the force and effect of law. 

8S. 7457, Mr. Knox.—Applying the provisions of the Act of 
June 27, 1890, to the men of the Mississippi River Ram Fleet 
and Marine Brigade, their widows and minor children. 

S. 7469, Mr. Fulton.—Authorizing the restoration of the 
name of James R. Chapman, late lieutenant, 22d U.S. Inf., to 
the rolls of the Army, and providing that he be placed on the 
list of retired officers. 

S. 7506, Mr. Mallory.—Providing for completing the con- 
struction of the road from Barrancas military post, by way 
of the national cemetery and the navy yard, on the naval 
reservation near Pensacola, Fla., to the north shore of Bayou 
Grande, and for repairing the bridge connecting said road 
with said north shore of Bayou Grande. 

S. 7529, Mr. Cullom.—To authorize Col. Theodore A. Bing- 
ham, U.S.A., to accept a decoration conferred upon him by 
the government of the French republic. 

S. 7569, Mr. Carter (by request).—To reduce the rates of 
postage in certain cases on mail matter addressed to enlisted 
men in the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Revenue Cutter 
Service. 

S. 7614, Mr. Frye.—To amend the act ‘‘To protect the 
harbor defenses and fortifications constructed or used by the 
U.S. from malicious injury, and for other purposes,’’ ap- 
proved July 7, 1898.

service: And provided further, That all contracts heretofore 
made between the beneficiaries under this act and pension at- 
torneys and claim agents are hereby declared null and void. -

PENNSYLVANIA. 


The biennial session of the Pennsylvania Legislature be- 
gan early in the past week, and on Jan. 15, the new Governor 
will be inaugurated.

The troops are in 
need of several things, but the labor element is strong and has 
no love for the soldiers. The new armory commission should 
be given a much greater sum of money than the amount ap- 
propriated at the previous session.

Under the law the members of the Governor's staff retire 
from office at the moment the successor qualifies. The staff is 
composed of one brigadier general; eight colonels, fourteen lieu- 
tenant colonels, all commissioned, and five non-commissioned. 
All ere appointed by the Governor. It is said that more than 
1,000 applications have been made to Governor-elect Stuart for 
Positions on his staff. So far the new executive has made no 
Sign of his intentions, but it can safely be said that the pres- 
ent adjutant general, Brig. Gen. Thomas J. Stewart, will be 
pone ap He is now rounding out twelve years as adjutant 

eral, 

The big military social feature of the winter season, in Phila- 
delphia, is the annual reception and ball given by the officers 
and men of Co. I, 3d Inf. These functions have been had for 
Several years and have always been of a very high grade. 


TACTICAL DECISIONS. 


Par. 477, 588 and 604, of the Infantry Drill Regulations, 
and 858 and 1130 of the Cavalry Drill Regulations, are 
amended by G.O. 201, War Department, Dec. 15, 1906. 

Par. 477 is amended so that the third section of it. reads 
4s follows: ‘‘When the battalions are formed the adjutant’s 





call is again sounded and the regiment is then formed in line, 
each major opening ranks in his battalion as soon .as it is 
formed on the line, regulating on the base. battalion; each 
battalion adjutant takes post on the right of the staff of his 
major.’’ ‘ 

Par. 588 is amended .as follows: 

**588. Whenever ‘The Star Spangled Banner’ is played by 
the band on a formal occasion at a military station, or at 
any place where persons belonging to the military service are 
present in their official capacity, all officers and enlisted men 
present stand at attention, and if not in ranks render the pre- 
scribed salute, the position of the salute being retained until 
the last note of ‘The Sar Spangled Banner.’ The same respect 
is observed toward the national air of any other country when 
it is played as a compliment to official representatives of such 
country. Whenever ‘The Star Spangled Banner’ is played as 
contemplated by this paragraph, the air is played through 
once without the repetition of any part, except such repeti- 
tion as is called for by the musical score.’’ 

Par. 604 is thus amended: 

604. Assembly.—The signal for companies or details to fall 
in. Adjutant’s call—The signal for companies to form bat- 
talion and for battalions to form regiment; also for the guard 
details to form for guard mounting on the camp or garrison 
parade ground; it follows the assembly at such interval as 
may be prescribed by the commanding officer. To the color.— 
Is sounded when the color salutes.’’ 

The first section of Par. 858 of the Cavalry Drill Regula- 
tions is amended to read as follows: 

**858. Each squadron is first formed (Pars. 706 and 707); 
at adjutant’s call the regiment is formed by squadrons ac- 
cording to the principles for successive formations. It may 
be formed in line, in line of columns, or assembled in column 
of fours (Par. 707), at the discretion of the colonel.’’ 


That portion of Par. 1130, Cavalry Drill Regulations, re- 
lating to ‘‘Formation calls,’’ is amended to read as follows: 

‘Assembly; the signal for the troops or details to fall in. 
Adjutant’s call; the signal for the troops to form squadron 
(Pars. 706 and 707) and for squadrons to form regiment; 
also for the guard details to form on the camp or garrison 
parade ground for guard mounting (Pars. 1058 and 1077), it 
follows the assembly by such interval as may be prescribed by 
the commanding officer. To the standard is sounded when the 
standard salutes.’’

VETERAN.—You are liable to punishment for fraudulent 
enlistment in the Army, and also to punishment by the civil 
authorities for making a false oath relating to your birth 
place. If it was found out that you were voting by fraud it 
would certainly go hard with you. You had better consult a 
lawyer. 


INQUIRER writes: Par. 1501, of U.S. Army Regulations, 
reads as follows: ‘‘Medical officers and contract surgeons at 
their stations will furnish medical attendance to officers and 
enlisted men on the retired list, but they will not be required 
to leave their stations for that purpose. Medicines, dressings, 
etc., will be supplied to retired officers and enlisted men from 
Army dispensaries on medical officers’ prescriptions.’’ Ans- 
wer: There is no paragraph in the Regulations which distinct- 
ly says that enlisted men on the retired list will be admitted 
to hospitals for treatment, but Par. 1488 prescribes that re- 
tired enlisted men and civilian employees of the Army, etc., 
will be charged forty cents per day for rations. This implies 
that retired enlisted men will be taken into the hospitals for 
treatment whenever they present themselves and _ hospital 
treatment is deemed necessary by the surgeon in charge. It 
is a custom all over the Service to extend the same treatment 
to a retired enlisted man as is given to a man on the active 
list.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The French naval authorities recently made interest- 
ing experiments at Toulon with an apparatus for steer- 
ing torpedoes. This apparatus, which the inventor 
calls a “Faseau électrique,’ can be fitted to any torpedo 
in less than five minutes. To the apparatus is attached 
a single cable, which, unwinding as the torpedo moves 
through the water, conveys the current from a small 
dynamo fitted at the place from which the torpedo is 
discharged. ‘The cable is thin and light, and does not 
diminish the speed of the torpedo by more than fifteen 
or twenty per cent. The electric current acts on the 
rudder of the apparatus, which is able to alter the 
course of the torpedo as desired. Up to the present 
the trials have given satisfactory results, a target moored 
behind a breakwater having been struck each time, the 
torpedo being steered round the protecting obstacles 
without difficulty. 

In reply to an inquiry propounded in the French 
Senate a few days ago, M. Thomson, the Minister of 
Marine, said that the six new ironclads asked for were 
an indispensable minimum if they were to fill up the 
gaps that would be caused in the fleet by obsolete. or in- 
adequate vessels. On the advice of the Technical Com- 
mission sent to England, the Government had decided 
to adopt turbine engines for half the new vessels. 

Berlin despatches of Jan. 7 cite as illustrative of the 
severity of sentences imposed by German courts-mar- 
tial the case of two reservists, who, when returning 
frottrethe shooting at the butts, entered a dancing saloon, 
where a patrol found them dancing.

vantages of the naval career for boys. Entries are made 
between the ages of fifteen and eighteen, except in some 
eases when boys enter at fourteen. The State takes 
over from parents the care for the education, clothing 
and feeding of the boys, and after a year and a half th« 
boys receive promotion, and after about four years— 
generally between the ages of twenty and twenty-one— 
they become petty officers, with a further step in their 
rating three years later. The good pay and pensions 
are also put forward as a recommendation, and it is 
further shown that the young fellows see a good deal of 
the world and have honorable opportunities of serving 
their country. 

Despatches from Tokio say a feeling prevails there 
that it would not be advisable to include a call at the 
port of San Francisco in the cruise of the training squad- 
ron at this time. The departure of the squadron has 
been postponed for a week or ten days. 

One of the striking characteristics of the organization 
of modern armies, according to a writer in the France 
Militaire, is the enormous difference existing between the 
peace effectives and the mobilized strength. Nowadays 
an officer commanding may have to direct, control and 
provision regiments of 1,500 men, to be increased to 
4,000 men to-morrow; to-day there may be a division of 
5,000 men, and to-morrow it may count 18,000 men, 
newly constituted and with a complex organization. 
At the present time the officer commanding and the 
chiefs of all ranks have no opportunity of provid- 
ing for their difficult duties, the only opportunity of 
operating as on a war footing being during the grand 
maneuvers, and then the test is not a real one. It is 
proposed, therefore, to restrict the number of corps en- 
gaged in maneuvers, and to bring them to complete war 
strength with all their army services. In most places 
there would be regimental and brigade maneuvers only. 

According to the latest official navy list published at 
Tokio the Japanese corps of naval officers consists of 
7 admirals, 23 vice-admirals, 26 rear admirals, 99 cap- 
tains, 146 frigate captains, 192 corvette captains, 342 
captain-lieutenants, 320 senior lieutenants, and 268 
lieutenants; in all, a strength of 1,423. Of midship- 
men and cadets there are 176. The proportion of the 
different grades to the whole strength is as follows: 
Flag officers, 3.9 per cent.; captains, 7; frigate and 
corvette captains, 23.8; captain-lieutenants, 24; senior 
lieutenants, 22.5, and lieutenants, 18.8 per cent. The 
mean age of admirals is 56 years 5 months; of vice ad- 
mirals, 52 years 10 months; of rear admirals, 50 years, 
and of captains, 44 years 3 months. The youngest ad- 
miral, Prince Arisugawa, is 44 years 1 month old; the 
oldest, Admiral Ito, is 62 years 9 months, while Admiral 
Togo is 58 years 2 months. Of the vice admirals, the 
eldest is 57 years 11 months, and the youngest, 45 years 
11 months; of the rear admirals, the eldest is 55 years 
6 months, and the youngest 45 years; of the captains, 
the eldest is 52 years 6 months, and the youngest 38 
years 8 months. 

The Army and Navy Gazette states that at the con- 
clusion of the late cavalry maneuvers in France a cav- 
alry officer, well known for his mature judgment, made 
the following observations: ‘The horses in the Cuirassier 
regiments were apparently done up at the end of eight 
days; certainly one-half of them could not have held 
out any longer. This is no exaggeration. In one cay- 
alry division fifty per cent. of the men had to lead their 
horses on the marches returning to quarters. It is time 
to do away with horsemen dating from another age, who 
no longer fulfil the exigencies of the day, or the tactica! 
ideas of the present.” 

A German newspaper of recent date contains a news 
item in which a Lienieninfanterieregimentstamburmajor 
and a Hofschauspielhausgarderobeaufseherin are the con- 
spicuous figures. These appellations look more formid- 
able than “regimental drum major of infantry” and 
“wardrobe keeper of the royal theater.” 

A despatch from Bushere, Persia, Jan. 2, says: “A 
thousand Turkish soldiers, the remnant of about four 
thousand sent to the Nejd Peninsula two years ago to 
suppress the Arab revolt. have returned to Bushire, Asi- 
atic Turkey, in a deplorable condition. Over two thou- 
sand of their comrades died from disease or starvation, 
and the rest deserted. 

Four officers of the general staff of the German army 
have started for Japan for two years’ service in the Jap- 
anese army in order to study methods of training, strategy 
and other matters. These officers have been making espe- 
cial preparations for this service, and among other things 
they have taken a course in Japanese. Two of the officers 
will travel to Japan via Siberia, while the other two will 
go by way of the United States. 

The French Admiralty has ordered the construction of 
four submarine cruisers, which are intended to be su- 
perior to any similar vessels existing. They are to be 
S800 tons, to have a speed of 15 knots on the surface and 
10 knots below the surface and are to have a radius of 
action of 2,500 miles. Twenty submarines were laid 
down by France, it is said, in 1906. 

Elaborate maneuvers of vessels of the Channel, Atlantic 
and Mediterranean fleets of the British navy will, it is 
understood, be held in February of this year, off the coast 
of Spain and Portugal. In the great fleet will be thirty 
first-class battleships, sixteen armored cruisers and four- 
teen protected cruisers, an aggregate of sixty modern 
vessels. None of these ships will be specially sent from 
England to take part, and no reserve squadrons are to be 
drawn upon. 

The Hampshire Telegraph, noting the sentence of 
five years’ penal servitude imposed upon an enlisted man 
of the British navy for stealing a signal book with the in- 
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tention of selling it to a foreigner, remarks 
that the penalty is none too severe. Only 
a little more than a hundred years ago a 
man of this character was literally torn 
to pieces by an infuriated mob on Southsea 
Common, and to-day the crime for which 
Signalman Abbott has been sent to penal 
servitude would be punishable with death 
if the country were at war: It is true that 
in this case the book stolen was of little 
value, but if he could have found a mart 
for it there is strong probability that he 
would have been led on to further thefts of 
far graver character, possibly with disas- 
trous consequences to the service and the 
nation. 

The Japanese Minister of War, accord- 
ing to a writer in the Militir Wochenblatt, 
is striving energetically to supply the ur- 
gent needs of the Army in the matter of 
cavalry and horse artillery. Next year 
there is to be an increase in the cavalry 
and a force of horse artillery is to be insti- 
uted, attached to every cavalry regiment. 
‘There is a difficulty in the want of good 
horses, but in order to overcome this a 
uew remount department has been created, 
with depots throughout the country. The 
object is to improve the stock, and to breed 
iorses suitable for army purposes. It is 

itended also to introduce a system of reg- 
istration. 

The Jahrbucher of Berlin learns that

ROAD IMPROVEMENT. 

The State Engineer of New York has 

n making some experiments with a mix- 
tire of tar for roads which may interest 
sich of our readers who find occasion to use 
some means of allaying dust. What was 
used in these experiments was a “T'arvia,” 
which is simply a fluid tar about the con- 
sisteney of molasses when cold and as fluid 

water when heated, which has been 
treated by boiling so that practically all 
th: water has been driven off, leaving a 
ve 
co 





ry uniform mixture. Ordinary coal tar 
ontains from 3 to 30 per cent. of water, 
and is very dangerous because of its ten- 
dency to boil over in heating and take fire, 
cribing the use of Tarvia, the Albany 
urnal says: 

“This material forms a kind of tar con- 

te, so that the rain, the wind and the 
vear of. the tires does not loosen the bind- 

¢ material. It penetrates from one-half 

one and one-half inches below the sur- 
face. The action of the treated surface is 
very slightly like rubber, which allows of a 
very small motion of the individual par- 
ticles without tearing them loose from the 
binding material, and it also has consider- 
able deadening effect upon the noise of ve- 
licle wheels. Under ordinary conditions, 
where the traffic is not excessive, an appli- 
cation will last about two years, but under 














severe usage it should be applied more 
often. 

“After several applications have’ been 
made the road surface becomes much bet- 
ter, and approximately only one-half the 
material is necessary for the second and 
third applications. When first applied the 
high spots in the road do not absorb as 
much as the hollows, as the material quick- 
ly drains off. These hollows are then filled 
with screenings, which are more firmly 
united, the result being that the original 
high spots are the first to be worn off, and 
by the time the second application is made 
are found to be the low spots, which now 
receive their due share of the material; so 
it can be seen by successive applications 
the road surface will eventually become 
very uniform and well impregnated, and 
each application will last considerably 
longer than the previous one. 

“Another advantage which this process 
possesses is the fact that the water does 
not penetrate the road, and, therefore, frost 
is prevented from cracking the surface, 
which is one of the prime factors in pre- 
paring the way for further destruction. A 
road treated in this way is also practically 
dustless, and there is nothing which can 
stick to the feet and be tracked into houses, 
as is often the case with oiled roads. 

“The cost of applying this material va- 
ries between four and six cents a square 
yard, according to the nature of the road. 
Varying with the conditions, more or less 
of the tarvia is absorbed, and when the 
road is very uneven a much larger propor- 
tion of screenings is necessary. The sec- 
ond and third applications are less expen- 
sive, owing to the reduced amount of ma- 
terial required, and after three applications 
a treatment every three years, it is claimed, 
will keep ordinary roads in excellent condi- 
tion.”
